Detective Sergeant Michael J. Neary, 
central detail. 

Carmody and O’Brien have been assigned 
to clairvoyants. Egan and Dempsey have 
been ascigned to pickpockets. Neary has 
worked at large on Capt. Halpin’s “ flying 
squadron.”

Further Action Promised. 

Following the announcement of the suspen- 
w.cns police eipeles were. given another jar 
hy the statement of the state's attorney that 
further serious action jis in contemplation 
and will follow, probably immediately.

About Chicago Prisoners in 
$275,000 Robbery. 


PASSED STOLEN MONEY. 


Pinkerton detectives, assisted by a squad 
of, sleuths from Capt. Halpin’s office, yes- 
texday arrested three men who are supposed 
te bave been implicated in the robbery of the 
Bank of Montreal's branch at New Weat- 
minster, B. C., in September, 1911. The rob- 
bers got away with almost $275,000. 

The two men arrested early are said to be 
William J. Lawler, former manager of a 
Dearborn street saloon, and Charles 
O’ Leary, whose address is not given. They 
were taken at Flanagan's saloon, Thifty- 
first street and Wentworth avenue, They 
are said to have passed several thousand 
dollars in Canadian money. 


. Merry Chase After One. 

The third man, who was not captured untt] 
midnight, is said to have given the money 
to the other two to pass, exacting a com- 
mission of 50 per cent He led the polices 
merry chase from 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
until he was arrested. 

The other two, who were taken into 
custody early in the day, told the police 
where the man who hed giver them the 
money could be found. On going to theplace 
designated it was learned the man had gone 
to the White Sox ball park 

Instead of visiting hie accustomed heunts 
im the evening, he made the rounds of several 
cabaret shows and Capt. Halpin’s automobile 
loaded with detectives traversed the entire 
south side to find him. 

History of Case. 

The robbery of the Bank of Montreal's 
branch at New Weetmineter, Britiah Colum- 
bia, has kept detectives’of the United States 
and Canadée racing for more than a year and 
a half. The chase in Ohicago lasted long 
enough to get Lieut. Burns bumped violently 
with a plano stool on various parts of his per- 
gon, and to get Burne and Capt. Mahoney 
Gre@ from the force on a variety of charges.

MARCH INTO NEW YORK. 


Leaders Urge Protest Against | 


Convietion of Quinlan at 
‘Union Square Meeting. 


New York, May 17.—Standing in a drizsling- 
‘rain in Union square today after tramping 
fifteen miles from Paterson, N. J., to a Hud- 
' gon river ferry to reach New York, several 
hundred silk mill strikers, augmented by 
New York members of the Industrial Work- 
‘ers of the World and strike sympathizers, 
cheered the declarations of their leaders 
that Paterson would come to an industrial 
stop for forty-eight hours beginning next 
Wednesday morning in protest against the 
conviction of Patrick Quinlan. 

“If necessary we will call a general strike 
throughout the United Statcs and will tie up 
the country to take these men out of jail,” 
declared Robert Plunkett, broadening the 
scope of the threats made by the other speak- 
ers, who were Quinlan, Elizabeth Gurley 
Flynn, Fred Boyd, and Adolph Lessig. 


Threaten to Paralyze Industries. 

Boyd, who acted as chairman, told how the 
strikers proposed to démonstrate their 
strength. He said: 

“ We will cut off the light. We will tle up 
the cars. We will reduce the dity of 
Paterson to a condition of absolute help- 
leseness. We will paralyze every industry, 
as happened in London two years ago, and 
by and by the bosses will discover they can- 
not railroad men to jail. Remember the slo- 
gan of the I. W. W.: ‘ An injury to one isan 
injury to all.’ te 


Quinlan Inveighs Against Japs. 

Quinlan in his speech sald: 

“ We are fighting a lot of ostensibly Ameri- 
can companies, but really controlled by the 
Japanese. Instead of acting for Califormia, 
attention should be given to the Japanese 
who are living on the blood of the people of 
Paterson. We are going to win this strike 
or Paterson will be wiped off the map; as an 
industrial center Paterson will be a wilder- 
ness unless we ~win. The people will move 
out and leave the city. 

“We do not need dynamite. We have 
dgnamite of intelligence, of brain, of organi- 
gation to fight with. The beginning of an 
industrial revolution is about to take place 
in Paterson, and when that is finished a po- 
litical revolution will start in that city.”

_" for Female Accession of 
House of Hapsburgs. 


BY EX-ATTACHE. 

Among the many important anniverseitte 
that have already taken place this spring is 

the bi-centennial of the pragmatic sanction, 
which was celebrated at the close of April at 
Vienna. Although no great national! festi- 
vals or state functions signalized ite ob- 
serv it nevertheless attracted a great 
deal of attention among thoughtful people, 
both in the dominions of old Emperor Francis 
Joseph, apd abroad by reason of the fact 
that it déterminer the succession to his sov- 
erelgnty over some sixteen different netion- 
alities. 

There is no question that has given sien te 
more widespread discussion in recent years 
than the situation to which the death of this 
venerable monarch, now in his eighty-third 
year, will give rise. A general impression 
prevails to the effect that the problera of the 
succession to his throne” may lead to civil 
war within his dominions. 


» Basis of Apprehension. 

These apprenhensions are to a great extent 
based on the supposition that the pragmatic 
sanction, which reguigtes the succession to 
the crown of Francis Joseph, is, as ks name 
might imply, @ mere imperial decree of « 
Byzatitine, that is to say, of an aut 
chearecter. This isa mistake. For, although 
few are aware of the fact,.the pragmatic 
sanction of fori, 1718, received legislative 
confirmetion and adliesion by each of the 
various states or provinces united under the 
rule of the house of Hapsburg. 

The pragmatic sanction, briefly speaking, 
provides for two things; first of all, for the 
succession. of women to the Austro-Hunga- 
rian throne in defauit of male heirs. Up to 
the beginning of the eighteenth century the 
Salic law had prevailed in Germany, with 
the resuit that on each occasion when the 
male line of a dynasty died out sanguinary 
wars of succession ensued, in which neigh- 
boring countries were also involved. 

All the mele scions of the house of Haps- 
burg are by birth archdukes, and as long 
as there remains an archduke, no matter how 
remote from the Austro-Hungarian throne, 
no archduchess, however near, can succeed 
thereto. This disposes for all time of the. 
story that Francis Joseph contemplated al- 
tering the succession in favor of his young- 
est and favorite daughter, Archduchess Vale- 
rie, and of her sons. He could not do this 
without obtaining the sanction of every one 
of the dozen or more legislatures which gave 
their adhesion to the pragmatic sanction 
200 years ago. 

All Under One Scepter. 

The second and perhaps the most impor- 
tant feature of the pragmatic sanction is 
that it provides by popular will for the dy- 
nastic union of every one of the nationalities 
embraced in the Hapsburg'empire, under one 
single scepter. It stands in the way of any 
secession, or of the setting up of some mem- 
ber of the house of Hapsburg other than the 
Austrian emperor, as king_of Hungary, ur of 
Bohemia, or of Croatia. The pragmatic 
sanction, establishes, not only by the will 
of the sovereign, but also by the will of all 


‘the people concerned, that the monarch 


who reigns at Vienna shall likewise rule 
over’ every other portion of the so-called 
dua] empire. There is no possibility, there- 
fore, of the Hungarians ever putting into 
execution the project sometimes openly dis- 
cussed by the Magyar press, of electing on 
the demise of Francis Joseph some other 
Hapsburg prince than the heir apparent, 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, as their king. 

As stated it decreed that the possessions 
of the house of Austria should always re- 
main united under one ruler: that they 
should be ruled by Charles VI.’s male de- 
scendants; that if he had no male descend- 
ants, his possessions should pass to his fe- 
male descendants; and that if his female 
descendants died without issue the rignt of 
succession should belong to the daughters of 
his dead brother, Joseph, and to their male 
and female offspring, in accordance with the 
laws of primogeniture. As two of his nleces 
had married foreign rulers—one the elector 
of Bavaria and the other the elector of Sax- 
ony—he insisted upon their renouncing by a 
solemn oath all rights that they might have 
had to his possessions. save such as they 
enjeyed under the terms of the pragmatic 
sanction. 

Act Much Misunderstood. 

This act of renunciation is much misun- 
derstood. It does not involve the entire 
abandonment of all rights to the succession. 
Thus, young Archduchess Elizabeth, the’ 
only child of the late Crown Prince Rudolph, 


| 


All .Hungary and Croatia rose in Maria 
Theresa's defense, and for several years aft- 
erwards the so-called war of Austrian Suc- 
cession raged, which was subsequer 
‘brought to a close by the death of Emperar 
Charles VII..--the -withdrawal of the pre- 
tensions of his son Maximilian Joseph to the 
Hapsburg possessions, and an agreement 
whereby in return for Queen Maria Theresa's 
recognizing him as Elector of Bavaria, and 
restoring the territory which she had taken 
from him in war, she secured the election of 
her husband, Francis of Lorraine, Grand- 
duke of Tuscany, as German Emperor. In 
this way she became empress. . 

Renounced German Crown. 

In a remarkable communication addressed 

to the. great powers of Europe, Emperor 


Francis announced that he had laid down 


the imperial German crown of Germany, 
that he had renounced the title of Francis 
II., emperor of the holy Roman empire, re- 
serving to himself that of Francis I., first 
hereditary emperor of Austria. In the same 
document he released all German princes 
and powers from their oath of fidelity to him 
as their suzerain. 

It is by virtue of this pronouncement that 
the chief of the house of Hapsburg-Lorraine 
fs today emperor of Austria, King of Hun- 
gary, and sovereign of all the other heredi- 
tary possessions of his dynasty, and it is in 
accordance with its terms, and with the pro- 
visions of the pragmatic sanction, that 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand will follow his 
uncle, Emperor Francis Toseph, on his mani- 
fold throne. Archduke Francis Ferdinand’s 
children, being of morganatic birth, are ex- 
cluded from succession to the crewn, and to 
the hereditary possessions of the dynasty,

The Gilbert and “Sullivan Opera company this week took 

what was regarded a lon; chance and revived “ Iolanthe.’ Now 

“Tolanthe” was not a popular opera in America, even when it 
was done originally at the Standard theater here in 1882. “ 

Gentlemen who are short of hair but long of memory recall 
that neither the public nor the critics of that ‘ay considered 
that it compared favorably, either im» wit or melody, with the 
three Gilbert-Sullivan operas that had gone before— Pinafore,” 
“The Pirates of Penzance,” and “ Patience.” In fact, they spoke 
rather slightingly of it. 

This probably was due to its excessively locel application, be 
ing Mr. Gilbert's compliments to the house of lords and to the 
political follies of England at that time. Now we evidently have 
broadened, and what was local in 1882 has become more or less 
universal in 1913. The successive agitations favoring the abolish- 
ment of England’s highly ornamental but.otherwise useless legis 
lative institution and the occasional flights of the suffragets ia 
the direction of its meeting place have given new life to the 
satire, so that when the Earl of Mount Ararat protests to the 
fairies who have influcnce! bis vote, and who are forcing to its 
second reading a bill to throw the peerage open to competitive 
examination, there is poin* to the dialogue. |

N the moving picture production ot “ Quo 
Vadis” at McVicker’s there is a scene 
‘showing a number of lions advancing 
Seross @ wide arena toward a despair- 
ing group of men, women, and children. 
The picture is one of the most thrilling in 
the play. Lions let loose on defensel<ess peo- 
ple! Impossible. They would tear them to 
pleces;~*The picttre itself gives that impres- 
sion, for in one part the lions are seen among 
a heap of what looks like mangled bodies 
As a matter of fact no one was hurt, al- 
though the lions advanced to within a few 
yards of the group. ; 

Thie picture fllustrates the advantages the 
camera has over the eye in the matter of 
spectacular scenes. It would be impossible to 
show this scene on the stage, but the camera 
Can so deceive the eye that it is unable to 
detect between seeming and actual occur- 
rence. 

W. J. Faulkner explains how this picture 
was made. The lions ysed for the scene be- 


longed to a party of lion tamers. some of 
whom were in the group of people to be at- 
tacked. While some of the tamers drove the 
lions forward, themselves out of the range 
of the camera, other tamers stood in the 
group, ready with revolvera to frightem the 
beasts. At the critical moment the revoivers 
were fired, all but.one of the lions bolted— 
the one having to be driven away—the cam- 
era Was stopped, and the arena cleared. Then 
dummy bodies and parts of bodies were scat- 


, tered about the arena, the lions were driven 


to the spot, and the camera was set to work 
again. By dexterously cutting the film and 
joining it the transition in‘ the piéttire from 
the advance of the lions to the death of the 
victims seemed to the eye so short that it 
was impossible to detect the actual break.

But when 
Lewis passed away I was given his réles 
under the disadvantageous conditions and I 
had to do the best I could with them. It 
was Mr. Daly's way to keep an actor from 
coming to think he was invaluable to the 
company. Except in the case of the “ big 
four” he seemed to be afraid that somebody 
would become too popular and ask too much 
money. 

My final quarrel with Mr. Daly was over a 
line I had to say in “ ‘The Geisha.” One day 
he came to me, after the piece had been 
runging for two months, and told me that I 
was driving people away from his theater 
because of a line I had interpolated in the 
part. It was the spéech about being a hus- 
band permanently, if not exclusively, and, 
of course, it was in the original manuséript. 
IT tried to explain to him that I had not 
interpolated the line, but he insisted that 
it be eut out, and that, together with the 
fact that — cad not him that I 
should be paid @xtra for learntnk other:réles 
for ‘single performances, caused me to re- 
sign. oY 
There was a social side to the Daly com- 
pany, however, that was very pleasant. The 
ola theater was adapted to social life as few 
modern theaters are. We had a-real green 
room where we could gather between the 
acts and talk over matters together. Many

A Producer Talks of Critics.

E often hear of what dramatic critics 
think of theatrical productions. We 
seldom hear of what theatrical! pro- 
ducers think of dramatic critics. 
Having been a dramatic critic my- 

self off and on for twenty-five years, and then 
again as a manager having iddked at the 
critic from the other side of the fence, I 
have found myself at times laden with con- 
Gicting emotions. Critics are generally cor- 
fect in their judgment, but like juries and 
judges, they make their mistakes. 


It is rather amusing to recall, however, that 
some of the most notable successes this coun- 
try has ever known have been so in spite of 
the predictions made by wiseacres at the frst 
nights and during the éarly weeks of runs. 
When the late J. M. Hill produced “ The Old 
Homestead,’’ he maintained the utmost con- 
Sdence in his venture in spite of the fact that 
Newspaper reviewers were not eulogistic and 
the theater in which the plece was presented 
had to be filled with “dead heads” to keep 
the audiences from resembling’ a corporal’s 
guard.

It is rather mild Zuloaga, less dramatic, jess 
priiliant than usual, but it does show the 
easy efficiency of his stroke, ‘the fluent and 

virile directness of his style. The old 
ascetic with his skull and staff is eympathet- 
ienily studied—a more gracious human type 
than those highly artificial ladies whose over- 
dramatized splendor is the subjejct of many 
of his pictures. It is a pity we cannot have 
in this show the superb figure of a green 
clad matodor which one of the New York 
dealers was offering last winter.

To a certain extent the present exhibition 
covers the last thirty years of Spanish art. 
ef the painters who were prominent during 
the decade 1680-00 we have two pictures by 
Villegas, three by Mufioz-Degrain, two by 
Jelme Vovera, and four by Aerediianoc de 
Beruete, who died last winter, the only de- 
beased painter represented. 

Tt is curious thet this earliest group is by 
go means the most old fadhiened. Mufioz- 
Degrain ie rather out of dete, but Morera’s 
two mountain scenes hold their quality of 
guptere sincerity and truth. Beruete be- 
comes quite modern, almost eware of his con- 
temporary Monet, in his pink and bdilue 
“Alcantara Bridge’ and his stormy little 
*“Guadavramas.”” And Villegasé—who would 
‘~have thought that this painter of highly arti- 
ficldlized genre, Mke this very “ Patie of 
Linderaja,’’ with ite fluttering femelle among 
the bushes, could do a thing #0 modern in 
method, in every respect so honest and vital 
in sentimemt, as the “ Basketmakers of Se- 
ville." The latter picture is full of youthful 
fre and enthusiasm, while the former is 
stilted and weary; yet probably the “ Patio ”’ 
was painted at 30 and the “ Basketmakers ”’ 
at@. Menifestly Villegas is growing young, 
and if he lives another thirty years he will 
ve an intransigeant—eome cubist of the fu- 
ture—in 1043.

The second group, men prominent from 
1890 to 1900, brings us to Sorolla and his in- 
fluence. Before reaching him, however, we 
have several ambitious ineffectualis. One is 
Garnelo y Alda, with his large and quite un- 
necessary “ Greeco-Herian Sanctuary’’ An- 
other is Menendez Pidal, with hie blind fid- 
dier picture; and still another is Pla y Gail- 
larée, with his romping panther lady. But 
the worst offender is Enrique Simonet, be- 
cause the triviality of his subject and method 
is emphasized, in “ Plucking the Turkey,” 
by the enormous size of his canvas. Things 
of this kind, which are too numeroum are 
as old fashioned as a bustte, and not yet old 
fashioned enough to be quaint. They seem 
less Spanish than mid-Victorfan Bnglish, 
They take us back to some Roye!l ecademy of 
the ‘80s, with its cozy grandfatherly ideals. 

Of the 1890-1900 group the only forward 
looking epirite are Sorolla and Bilbao 7 
Martinez. Sorolia we know fnom two years 
ago, not through the present show, in which 
bis one picture does not present him at his 
best. Bilbao is represented by a cl@rer por- 
wat, “ Figaro,”” and two tobacco factory 
studies which interpret in rich, aoft tones a 
@owd under shifting lights. 

Zuloaga was the next strong influence. 
Then, from 1905 to 1910, quite a number of 
young men appeared whose work, judging by 
the present examples, is hardly of interna- 
tional value. Of these Domingo’s bull fight 
sketches are interesting, Sotomayor has a 
good portrait, and Chicharro, in his “ Feast 
Day of the Village’’ shows—perhaps under 
the Zubiaurre influence—the dawn of aspira- 
tions beyond realism.

It is the young men who have appeared 
during the last three years who offer the 
most interesting and original things in the 
present exhibition. Hermoso Martiney, the 
brothers Romero de Torres, the portrait 
painter Anselmo Nieto, and above all the two 
Zubiaurre brothers—these are all strong men 
who are developing in different ways a dis- 
tinctively Spanish art. 

“Daughters of the Soil,” a portrait of two 
children in a landscape, by Hermoso Mar- 
tines, is quite simple, but a certain delicacy 
of style gives it distinction. This is still 
more true of Nieto’s portraits of wom- 
mm, which have a rare grace of de- 
ign and softness of tone and which 
show an intimate sympathy with feminine 
character. Julio Romero de Torres has 4 
rather stiff, hard, repellant manner in his 
portraits of women, but they have a certain 
steely style of their own. The one little 
plaza picture by his brother is most en- 
gaging. 

But among all these the work of the Zu- 
bigurre brothers stands out with singular in- 
fensity. Both a little past 30 years old, and 
almost twins in their art, they have developed 
® queer, hard, deliberate, rather formidable 
Style This is decorative in that it covers a 
Surface with a baianced pattern of human 
figures and their surroundings, set forth in 
sharply contrasted colors, which emphasize 
but do not interrupt the prevailing rich dark 
blue or dark green tone.

One of these large decorative canvases, by 
Valentine de Zubiaurre, “A Féte Day,” at- 
tracted me at Pittsburgh, although it was 
bung high and in a corner, where the value 
of its dark color scheme was almost lost.

Motor trucks occasionally invade the for- 
ests and bring out loads of timber, but rough 
logging ts a branch of the lumber industry in 
which little is heard of the motor truck.

In the beginnings of opera the Italians, for 
the excellent reason that they happened to 
be the inventors of theart form, dominated it 
throughout Eurepe. France, Austria; Ger- 
many, Dngland, and Russia all imported the 
Italian article. The music loving English 
were among the first to profit by the new 
Italian art, and London heard Italian opera a 
few years after it became acquainted with the 
characteristic and racially significant work of 
Purcell. Tradition to the contrary notwith- 
standing, the Anglo-Saxon has proved him- 
self to be the most imaginative and roman- 
tic of European peoples For though his 
neighbore in Germany, France, and, much 
later, in Rusgla insisted that opera be per- 
formed in the language of the country, he 
preferred it to remain surrounded by the-exz- 
otic glamour of a foreign tongue. 

The results have been unfortunate for 
English speaking people; for the Frenchman, 
the German, and eventually the Russian de- 
veloped an opera of his own, but the Eng- 
lishman and his descendants in America re- 
mained provincial. Covent Garden, the Met- 
ropolitan, the Boston, and the Chicago operas 
are transplanted Italian companies, with a 
sprinkling of French, German, and even Rus- 
sian artists. Therefore it is entirely logical 
that Covent Garden should be the least gig- 
nificant operatic organization of Hurope. It 
is a derivative only, a dependency of Milan, 
Paris, Berlin, St. Petersburg. It is without 
distinction of ite own. It may shine with 
borrowed luster only. It adds no real pres- 
tire to the greatest city in the world, which 
today, even more than 800 years ago, is the 
artistic vassal of continenta) nations.

Fur 
thermore, the average Libretto must be im- 
proved in the precese of translation We 
may listen with equanimity to the Italian 
version of “Tl Trovatore,” for example, but 
a literal translation exposes ite ludicrous 
banalities, and we have mo pride of race, no 
affectionate veneration for the composer, no 
loyalty to restrain our risibilities. 

The repertory, therefore, must be selected 
with care. The management must have the 
advice of some one competent from the liter- 
ary viewpoint. One ventures to recommend 
that the olf Italian operas beavoided. There 
are a few good translations of the Puccini 
operas. The Wagner operas, notably the 
mueic-dramasg of the .* Ring,” have been 
splendidly transferred to the vernacular.

Each applicant was sent « printed Met of 
the conditions which the devices are re- 
quested to meet. Over 500 replies were re- 
ecived to this circular, and of those who took 
this second step in the matter over 9 per 
cent failed to comply with the first condi- 
tion, let alone the other seventeen. 

Altogether there were 1,480 holders of pat- 
ents among those who sought the reward.

T% ig no fun to lick stamps. At home one’s 
tongue gets full of the sticky, rancid flavor 
of the gum on the back, and if one uses the 
sponge system at thé office considerable use- 
less time is wasted to little effect. It is a 
costly job to stick stamps on a big pie ct 
letters. 

Irn England there are devices in use in the 
offices for sticking stamps to letters, one of 
which is shown in the drawing. This device 
is sold at a low price and is said to do the 
work well. 

The stamps abroad can be bought in long 
etrips or rolls and are all ready to string 
into the machine as one would string a rib- 
bon on a typewriter. Once in, all one has 
to do is to turn the little handle shown at 
the side of the machine, which rolls the strip 
of stamps forward on to a water pad like the

For bigger offices handling 
thousands of letters there are devices which 
go through all the process of stamping the 
letters as they are fed through the machine. 

Office devices that save time are important.

But not all of the ads specify experience 
as one of the requirements. What of the 112 
ads which do mot specify experience ava 
requigite? 

Thirty-five of the remainder specify that 
the applicant must either be a boy ora young 
man. Thirty of the adsarefor agents, solici- 
tors, and canvassers to go from house to 
house for the purpose of selling goods, get- 
tings names, or inducing people to go to cer- 
tain stores, banks, etc. While experience is 
not mentioned in thesé ads it is certain that 
practically no one ex¢ept such persons as 
have had experience in this kind of work 
will apply for these positions. So, while ex- 
perience is not specified in these ads it Is 
because the advertisers felt that it was not 
necessary. While they would be giad to get 
as many more people to work for them on 
commission as possible, they realize that it 
is difficult to get recruits into the book agent 
business or in any life requiring house to 
house canvass. 

Of the remaining ads the requirement is 
practically only that the applicant be a man. 
Age, experience, and other matters do not 
count for much with these remaining adver- 
tisers who are mainly anxious to secure men 
who can do men's work. , 

Next to the fact that experience is the’ 
main requirement among employers, comes 
the fact that practically no emphasis is 
placed on the age of the applicants. In fact, 
if anything, the ads convey the impression 
that the applicants should not be young, for 
experience implies age, while youth implies 
a lack of experience.

No Demand fot College Men. 
Where it is stated that the applicant must 
be young, this statement is apparently made 
for the purpoee of informing the readér that 
the job is at the bottom of the ladder, that 
the pay is small, and that the person who 
applies for the job must not expect much of 
put hard work until be gains ~ 
ence. In not asingle instance where the 
eae that is open is really @ man job ts 
it specified that the applicant must be young 
Another feature abovt there thirty-five ads 
specified that the applicant 
is of interest. It is prac- 
lone that such ‘words 
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It will probably be a shock to college stu- 
dents afd college professors to learn that 
im not a single one of these help wanted ads 
in an average issue of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
ig there a single ad in which it is mentioned 
that the applicant muet have a college educe- 
tion! Education figures but little in these 
ads. The matter of education is taken up in 
just ten of the ads, and these ads are for 
boys who ere wanted as office boys, errand 
boys, etc. Im these ten ads it is stated that 
the boys must have grammar or high achoel 
education. Beyond that the matter of edu- 
cation plays no part In the many fine poel- 
tions open to the right men. . 

Neatness, good appearance. good persadnal- 
ity—these are a few of the other requirements 
which figure in a minor way in these 107 ads. 
These requirements figure almost exclusively 
in the ads for boys and im the ads» for solici- 
tors whd are required to meet housewives 
and many people each day.

Many Calls for Linguists. 
Single men have no call over married men 
for positions, according to an analyeie of 


these ada There are nine ads for married j 


men while there are only four ad@ in which 


it is specified that the applicant must be sin 


gie. One of these ads for single men i the 
a@vertisement of the United States navy; 
another te for a ohetffeur; etill another for 
solicitors to trave? from town to town: and 
the last is for a man to do housework. In 
fact, there are many more positions for man 
and wife than there are for single men, as 
specified in these ads. 

Another striking feature is the dentand for 
men Who can speak some foreign language, 
euch as German, Polish, French, or Spanish. 
All of the positions in which a Moguist is 
needed apparently are permanent places 
any man might be glad to get. 

But the predominating feature in connec- 
tion with this analysis of the male help want- 
ed ads appearing in THE CHIcaco TRIBUNE | 
is the emphasis placed on experience. Count- 
ing in those ads in which knowledge with | 
some foreign language is necessary or in 
which geome special training is required, at 
least two-thirds of the ads call for experi- 
enced men. So great is this demand for 
experience that where it is not necessary the 
ads make a mention of the fact, and 
in the whole 197 there are just five of this 
character!

ready .to buy, he gets the credit for the sale. 
“7 think I’m lucky,” one salesman re- 
marked, “if I get a sale from fifteen out of 
every hundred samples. And some days, of 
course, I give out several hundred samples 
in the course of the eight hours. Except for 
the dressmakers, there abe few women who 
come in for busitiess. They either want to 
get ‘a handful of samples to see the latest 
spring colors and materials, or they take 
the samples simply to be asking for some- 
thing and to, recompense the clerk in some 
way for waiting on them when they really 
had no intention of buying. For some reason 
they think that if they ask for a sample it 
looks as if they were coming back again, and 
so he won't feel his time has been wasted."’ 
The mail order end of the business is the 
more profitable, except, as mentioned before. 
in the case of dressmakers. They absolute- 
ly have to have the various colors and sam- 
ples to show their customers, and as they 
get @ discount on sales they. are anxious to 
pell the materials. Also they cause the 
clerks little trouble, for they know what they 
want and rarely come inte the stores after 
the beginning of the season, when they get 
samples of all the new stocks. 
* 
Mail Department Expensive. 

In the mail order department most of the 
stores keep three or four clerks busy for 
every department of the dress goods. And 
it is the continual duty of one boy to cut 
and tag the bunches of samples. Many of 
the country women want to know what 
the spring colors are or what the winter 
suitings will be and write in for general 
fall samples without the slightest intention 
of buying and calmly give their children four 
or five dollars’ worth of samples with which 
to make hats for their dollies. 

The mail order end of the samples is esti- 
mated at $3,000 to $4,000 and is not as costly 
as that given over the counter; for the 
clerks can cut up a solid piece of material 
to better advantage than the counter clerks 
can. 

The counter samples are estimated at $5,000 
to $8,000 in one of the smaller stores. A par- 
tial reason for this is the waste that re- 
suits from cutting into wide, expegsive ma- 
terials and having to allow that on the next 
customer's yard. 

Today the materials are much more ex- 
pensive and much wider than they ever be- 
fore have been. It is not at all exceptional 
for the brocaded velours and gold thread 
chiffon to be $15, $18, and $20 a yard. A 
woman comes in and wants a sample of four 
or five different coolrs and types of brocade. 
The clerk snips off a strip two inches wide 
and about six inches long. That costs: from 
$75 cents to $1.10, and if another sample 
ien’t cut off the same strip the next cus- 
tomer geta the benefit of what is left. The 
woman leaves the store with from $6 to 3% 
worth of samples In her hands, and perhaps 
goes and repeats the same thing in the 
neighboring store. 

It i for this reason that the clerks some- 
times ask their customers what they want 
the samples for. For if there is a chance 
‘of a $00 sale they are w'lling to give good

The sheep’s eye in the 
lamb’s head tells kindhearted maids strange 
tales, and faith and troth make the true 
lover's knot. It were a world to set down 
the wroth of this month, for it is heaven's 
blessing and the earth’s comfort.” 

So sang the prose-poet over 250 years ago, 
and the notes then struck by him still mean 
melody to twentieth century ears. True 
enough, there are no Arcadian princes, no 
telltale lamb eyes, and no morris dances now. 
Also true is it that the porpoise does not often 
play proudly in inland waters. But the com- 
plete angler still casts his fly from the river 
* bank into the mouths of babes and gullible 
trout, and the gayly twittering birds make 
better music in the springtime than do the 
buzzing bees and mischievious mosquitoes of 
garish midsummer. 

Your happy-go-lucky spirit of the generous 
spring brings with it such exuberant, op- 
timistic hopefulness that you are susceptible 
to the first tempting blandishment that pre- 
gents itself. Though the blowing March 
winds may purify your thoughts, turn over 
nature’s new leaf, and, aided or abetted by 
April showers, ordain a better and more 
fertile life for you, the blithesome buoyancy 
that follows may make yo all the more sus- 
ceptible to the insinuating influences of the 
first “ spring tonic ’’ or ‘“‘ blood purifier "’ that 
is emblazoned before you. 


In the spring the fancy of the babe and the. 


aged, the maid and the matron, like the young 
man's, turns to love-and patent medicines. 
Strange tradition, partly bad teaching and 
in part temperamental, that seduces the 
usually alert guardians of the heart hygiene 
away from a rational consideration of the ills 
that mortal fiesh inherits.

Exhibit, however, to that 
Same mother a possibly serious ailment ip 
March, April, and May, call her attention toa 
severe illness.in any of her loved ones in the 
gladsome spring, and thta same devoted 
parent will smile Knowingly and sav, “A 
touch of spring fever. I'll send fora bottle 
of Beard’s blood builder,” or, ifeshe is an 
adherent of the home remedy contingent, she 
may be expected to say, ‘‘It's due to the 
equinoxial storms. I'll brew same sassafras, 


camomile, mullen, and blackberry tea, and

**‘Dead Men Tell No Tales.*’ 

Sad to say, when mild-spring ailments melt 
away in due time by themselves, like the 
winter's snows, the advertised remedy or the 
home grown concoction, perk up and are 
furthermore perpetuated by the laudations 
and firm faith of those who used them. If, 
however, the “‘ spring fever,'’ as all maladies 
of the late winter; major and minor, are mis- 
called, should turn out to be—not into—nneun- 
moniag tuberculosis, ‘typhoid, 
fever, infantile paralysis, scarlet fever 
streptococcus sore throat, diphtheria, dys- 
entery, appendicitis, or tonsilitis, well, then. 
meither the “ good friend’”’ who advised the 
tonic instead of a trained engineer of the body 
nor the sufferer herself ever try to catch up 
with the false reports that havé been pre- 
viously flashed forth about the wonderwork- 
ing charms of Beard’s blood builder or the 
remedy ‘‘ that mother makes.”’ 

To paraphrase an old saw, “ Friendly ad- 
vice and advertisements recognize no mis- 
takes."" Sick women remember no mistaken 
intentions, dead men tell no tales, a dying 
cow bears ho malice, atid blood purifiers but- 
ter no parsnips. Of these platitudes there is 
no denial. Say what you will about a thor- 
oughly trained medical engineer, he at least 
girds up his loins and searches into the in- 
nermost recesses of disease. No ready made, 
catch penny, home grown diagnosis like 
“spring fever,’ “a little out of sorts,”’ 
“ spring growing pains,’ or ** April feelings ”’ 
will be accepted by him. 

The troubles of spring, like thos® of an- 
tumn, winter, and summer, cequire a diac- 
nosis, a definite, proper name. Spring mai- 
adies are as distinct one from the other as 
are the eruptive fevers of childhood. You 
would as well bunch measies. scarlatina, 
typhus, chicken pox, rotheln, and theitch as 
“child fever,” as to call the laggard like in- 
fections of early spring under the popular 
misname ‘spring fever.”” Neverdoso again 
Eternal deformity, incurable chroni- af- 
fections. and even ceath trail behind such 
thoughtless, deceptive, and comp!aceni 
“sCatch phrases, Like the equally dangerous 
scapegoats, “teething,” * second summer.” 
x headaches,’ *“ nervous dyspepsia.” ‘* rheu- 
™matism,”’ “ colds,”’» and *‘ croup,”’ they mis- 
lead you into a false state of seeming zecur- 
ity. You are thus after al! clouding the truti 
anc holding off a certain cure. 

As a matter of fact, sickness is no more 
common in March and April than ft is in July 
and August, or January and February. In- 
deed, these latter months exceed the amount 
of iliness that fails.to their share both in 
Ganger and quantity all that befalls the 
Vernal months together. Like the flowers 
that bloom in the spring, the kind and the 
quantity of disease that occurs in any given 
period has nothing todo with the case. There 
is no more accounting for superstitions than 
there is in accounting for tastes. Some per- 
sons prefer cigars to music. others ho!d to 
embroidery instead of landscapes, others 
again cote upon bric-a-brac or Irish lace, 
while few men know the difference between 
@ Robespierre collar and a panier cigaret. 
Thus goes the world. Where you consider 
thirteen unlucky, refuse to walk under a 
ladder, and believe that Friday is an evil 
day, I never carry an umbrella or wear an 
overcoat. So it goes with the fifty-niné vari- 
eties and eighty-eeven subdivisions of s«a- 
s0nal superstitions. The scitntist tells you 
the moon jerks the tides around like a jenu 
doet his tallyho whip, but if you stil! cling 
to the ancient delusion of such things as 
@quinoxial storms you .are a-mocking and 
a-hissing.

Microbes Active in Spring. 


Similarly are the so-called’ seasonal varia- 
tiens of contagion. Yet within limits it must 
be admitted that flies and fleas may thrive in 
the fall, but mosquitoes and gnats not at ail. 
Nay. the latter as well as the ultra-micro- 
pcopic germs of hydrophobia, typhus, and 
peHagra are not stalking about in the bleak 
,@nd barren days of midwinter. When ‘he 
crow flies these microbes as wel! as others 
lie dormant, ad the vicious typhoid baci) us. 
pneumonia coccus, influenza germ, and the 
other peripatetic parasites of ‘‘ colds” and 
lung and throat diseases prevail in the heav- 
eng, Over the earth, and in the water be- 
neath. 

Mm the spring, however, the deadly white

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days of capricious sunlight overhead an¢ 
dampness under foot, of glimmering day 
skies, and blasting nocturnal winds, that the 
bacillus of tuberculosis begins to catch the 
neighbors napping. Then it gets in its fine 
and dirty work. Shun the coughing spray 
and the sprinkling mucus of the sneeze as 
you would the devil himself. If you avoid the 
vapory moisture of the cough you may be 
only defending yourself from a “‘ spring” 
bronchitis, but you may also, and equally as 
easily, be thwarting the ubiquitous spring 
contagions of tuberculosis, whooping cough, 
acute St. Vitus’ dance, infantile paral}sis, 
diphtheria, tonsilitis, and acute rheumiatic 
fever. 

If there are after all maladies truly char- 
acteristic of spring no sanitarian would care 
to deprive St. Vitus’ dance, acute rheurmatic 
fever, true malaria, and acute tuberculosis of 
this doubtful honor. ‘These four serious in- 
fections arise more often on the wings of 
March winds and the soggy rains of Apri! 
fhan at any other period of the year. Of 
course, they work their terrible havoe at 
all times, but it is in the early s»ring that 
they attack their victims in greatest mum- 
bers. Whether the particular bacteria con- 
cerned in thte propagation of these plagues 
multiply best tn the spring; whether the hu- 
man weaknesses make themselves more ecas- 
ily manifest to such germs then; whether the 
winds and the rains liven them up, or what 
the correct explanation Is, the real expinra- 
tion of their prevalence at this season re- 
mains yet to be ciscovered. .However ‘trat 
may be, the fact is striking that these hone 
too harmless affections cling more tenacics- 
ly to the human tissues, appear more irisicl- 
ously; and stay much longer during the “arly 
epring day than at any other period of the 
year.

The Patsy Boliver of “ feeling unwell” in 
a change of weather or season, is our friend- 
ly old scapegoat, the clothing you wear. 
Who among us has not at one time or an- 
other fallen in with the easy plan of biam- 
ing the clothing, the weather. or the season 
for our trials and tribulations. our “ fheu- 
matiz’’ and our “ neuralgies"’? Give 4 dog 
a bad name and he will at his first tail ¢has- 
ing episode, be shot as mad. Calla rakea 
black sheep and’he will be thus for the most 
part known. To this day there are people 
who believe that the motes in a sunbeam 
dre particles of water sucked up from the 
ocean to make cloud and rain for the fertil- 
ity of the earthly soil. So it is with unpder- 
wear, overcoats, pulse warmers, ear flaps. 
and red medicated lingerie. Every khown 
malady in the new encyclopedia of medicine 
has been traced by hasty logicians and su- 
perficial thinkers to lack of or too hasty 
change of skin covering. Two instances of 
pneumonia in one house will be blaméd on 
low shoes and a high neck on the one side 
and rubber boots and too much bundling up 
on the other. I am personally acquainted 
with a good old soul, one of whose daugh- 
ters wears low shoes, thin underwear, and 
no collars throughout the coldest arcticlike 
winters. Her oldest son wears heavy med- 
iceated woolens. a fur lined overcoat, pulse 
warmers. and a sealskin cap. The kindly 
woman has prophesied sadly every year that 
the daughter would die of pneumonia, and 
until last winter held up the son's toggery 
as a hygienic model for her erring. thin clad 
child. Uniuekily for the older woman's 
philosophy, both the daughter and son were 
attacked lastMareh with infiinse. Within 
three or four days the “ careless "’ daughter 
was well and out. while the son—who was 
a model fellow that neither smoked nor 
drank—was taken down with pneumonia and 
barely escaped with hig life. 

This little story ,is told with no purpose 
of advising any inconsistency in adjusting 
the unshorn lamb to the intemperate winds. 
Not at all. Nothing is farther from my 
intention. It only serves to indicate that 
dress need not be the butt of the distem- 
pers of spring. Many of the creepy chills, 
sneezes,and coughs, languors and contagious 
that shake off their wintry lethargy to begin 
their spring invasions of the human cells, 
must be deterred by proper training. Other- 
wise they will inevitably make their an- 
nual advent, These evil harbingers of spring, 
like certain predatory human individuals, 
such as pickpockets, burglars. sneak thieves, 
the social evil, and the second story men. 
can be kept in check, if not entirely elim- 
inated, by a due regard to a bodily police 
force; a system of personal espionage. exer- 
clipe, graduated physical @xposure and train- 
ing. as well as correct habits of out- 
door walking and open air breathing. 
Diseases desperate grown, by desperate 
appliances often are relieved. Their preven- 
tion. is usually so simple, so easy, they are 
so completely sidetracked before they ar- 
rive that plain people are apt to ignore plain 
methods because of their simplicity and lack 
of difficulty. Dr. Howard Kelly, my friend. 
the great Johns Hopkins surgeon, has often 
remarked that Americans refuse to defend 
themselves against diphtheria because our 
homely sanitary procedures to prevent the 
origin of new foci of disease are not pictur- 
esque. They prefer to allow their children 
to become dangerously ill in order to apply 
a dramatic step like the inoculation of anti- 
.oxin to cure the malady. Although T can. 
not wholly agree with my friend, ceftainly 
the complacent avoidance of any practical 
application of our great medical discoveries 
in the way of rigid hygiene seems to lend 
some color to his lamentation.

Hence, sleeping with open windows. brisk- 
ly walking in the cold, active moveménts of

Ague and fe- 
vers, malaise and tired muscles, ‘ 
and chorea, pneumonia, and arthritis will 
be alike unknown to you. Vernal sickness 
will have no terrors for your soul and you 
‘will be one of the first to cast upon 
the ancient delusion, _ - tl ei ol 
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genius, a carpenter, a tobacconist, an 
electrician, a mathematician, a vintage ex- 
pert, and a financtfer. peer”

They may be transmittecdtrom 
the neigttbor’s flocks or may be brought on 
the premises by sparrows or other birds of 
the air. kt is therefore of the utmost im- 
portance the poultry keeper be alert at all 
times and examine some of his birde occa- 
sionally so as to detect their first appearance 
if possibie, 

Lice and mites will increase at an alurin- 
ing pace and the least neglect in thie direc- 
result in spreading these pests 
throughout the flock in such numbers as to 
make the work of extermination @e most dif- 
ficult task, On the other hand, if the poul- 
tryman is on the lookout for these perasites 
he will detect them at such time, when the 
application of lice powder @ other lice killers 
will rid the fowls of the trouble makers be- 
fore they have a chance co get a good foot- 
hold. 

Lice live, sleep, and eat among the feathers 
of the birds; they lay their egge on the shaft 
of the feathér, mostly near the vent, and the 
heat from the fowl’s body does the incubating 
of these cegs. The only chance a hen has in 
combating these pests is the process of a dust 
bath, either in fine road dust or ashes. The 
active fowl ean destroy many of the lice, 
which breathe through the tubelike openings 
in their bodies, by dusting, but insects which 
live ion the blood or gnaw the skin of the 
fow] seldom are killed untess given the proper 
treatment by the poultry raiser. 

The “dust box” is without a'doubt oneof 
the most valueble contrivances and no poul- 
try house or ward should be without one. It 
is one of the neceesities which can be sup- 
plied at little or no cost save the few minutes’ 
time it takes to keep it clean and refilled. 
This box ‘should be kept in a dry piace, pref- 
erably in the scratching shed. Betting hene 
should aso not be neglected in this respect; 
they need the dust bath as well as the laying 
hens and growing chicks. .

Cleanliness Best Preventive. 

The chief preventive against the ravages of 
these pests of the poultry house is cleanli- 
mss. A house kept scrupulously clean is not 
an inviting place-for them to harbor in; filth 
is what they thrive on and filth causes them 
to multiply repidly. 

Bither whitewash the house thoroughly 
each spring and fall or line it with tar paper, 
to be applied fresh each year. In white- 
washing a poultry house «very crack and 
crevice should be reached with the fluid, and 
the nesting boxes should come in for a lib- 
eral coating. 

Insects lurk in the cracks and crevices; 
mites will house in these during the daytime 


‘and come out during the evening attacking 


the fowls on their roosts at night. A strong 
solution of one of the tar product disinfec- 
tants applied freely with a spray pump 
throughout the house and nesting boxes will 
assist greatiy in the work of prevention. 
There are also some good lice paints upon the 
market which may be used effectively on the 
roosts, nesting boxes, and around the drop- 
ping boards. el 

A liberal use of some reliable lice powder 
will, if properly applied, rid a flock of 
these pests. One application will not do it 
it must be repeated a few times at least to 
have the desired effect, The first application

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which are not harmed by the lice powder, will 
hatch and a new crop of lice will make their 
appearance. Thus it will be seen it is abso- 
lutely necessary to repeat operations in this 
direction several times before any one can be 
certain the lice have been completely exter- 
minated. . 

The work must aleo be dome thoroughly, 
the powder must be well dusted into the 
feathers and évery part of the bird's body 
must be reached. Do not hesitate .about 
using lots of lice powder in the nesting boxes; 
sprinkle it on the nesting material, it will mot 
effect the hen eggs in the least. 

So-called “ lice killing nest eggs’ or moth 
balls are apt to transmit their disagreeable 
odor to the eggs, which may be tasted when 
they are prepared for the breakfast table. 
Tobacco stems placed in the bottom of the 
nesting boxes and covered with clean straw 
have been found good, and are to be hadata 
reasonable price from any cigar factory. 

Never put a newly purchased fow! in your 
hen house to mingle with your flock until you 
have examined it carefully. and as an extra 
precaution duat it well with Hce powder. By

placing fine wire mesh on your windows you 
lessen the danger of sparrows carrying these 
insects into the hen house. 

There ls more danger of lice during warm 
weather than at any other time, hence from 
now on use every precaution to keep these 
pests from invading your flock.

T is easy to lay down rules one after an- 
other, but how are they to be conformed 
to? What aid can cosmetic science here 
offer to one not gifted by nature with a 
bandsome face? 

Directly, perhaps, there is little to be done, 
but indirectly a great deal. For after all it 
is not mathematical diagrams that make up 
beauty; it is expression, the soul shining 
through its morta] coil 

And here we have no longer to do with un- 
yielding bone and solid flesh, but with mate- 
tia] more plastic than even the tempered clay 
in which the sculptor forms his model. 

The majority of people are neither repul- 
sive nor beautiful in feature, but it is the ex- 
pression of their faces which grants or denies 
their popularity. 

This is a most important part of our 
theme, and all because expression is entirely 
under our own control, if we only reelize the 
fact. 

What makes expression? The action of 
Sértain muscles of the face.

T could easily see her point and it com. 
mended itself to me at once. She had 
no heavy draperies and rugs to brush and 
beat, mo upholstery to werry over, no 
bras#ey to keep bright, no china bric-A-brac 
to wash. A broom with a cloth wrapped 
about it was passed over the bare floor 
every day, the little dusting that had to 
be done took small] time; when her cur- 
tains were soiled she could rinse them 
out as easily as she could wash a pocket 
handkerchief. 

“If I were really sensible, | suppose | 
would put the books in boxer,"’ she said. 
* But that would'he like packing my friends 
away where I couldn't get at them, and 
so I have just hung these wash curtains 
on picture wires in front of the books. 
and you would be surprised to see how 
the thin draperies protect them from the 
dust.”’ 

In her bedrooms much the same plan 
had been followed She had little up- 
holetery there. but What she had was oov- 
ered; there were only shades at the wif- 
dows, the draperies of every sort had been 
taken down, all superfiuous ornaments had 
been banished, and she had. as she eaid, 
“got down to firet principles.’ 

In the dining room a square of matting 
lay under the table—‘‘the chairs make 
sich a nolse on the bare floor,” she ex- 
plained. All the large pieces of silve 
which had been among her wedding gifts, 
and that usually adorned her sideboard, 
were packed away, and. there was the 
game absence of Craperics here which I 
had noticed in the other room. 


W ork Can Be Esdaped 

“ Fou have nv idea how It lessens work 
not to have to keep silver and brass bright 
in hot weather.” she said “ The damp- 
nes® tarnishes both so quickly that it is 
one person's business to rub them up from 
day to day.” 

I hope this suggestion may appeal to you 
as it did te mée. Bo much work we cannot 
escape, no matter how high the mercury 
runs. that it is merely plain common sense 
to evade unnecessary tasks when we can 
and make our summer labors as light as 
they may be rendered without neglecting 
essential duties. 

1 eannot suggest any fixed period for 
stripping your rooms and putting them into 
erder for the summer. Sometimes the 
heated term leaps upon us without warning; 
at other times the cold weather lingers 
s> long that it seems out of place to ban- 
ish the articles whieh give the room its 
look of warmth and coziness. But make 
your plans so that when the change is to 
be maile you will be ready forit. Buy your 
cheap stuff for your window curtains and 
run them up as you have the chance; go 
over your supply of household linen and 
decide which centerpieces or tray cloths or 
@ne towels you can utilize for the tables 
ane s.vanas that are now ¢overed with silk 
or woelen draperies. Make up your mind 
as‘to which will be the least bothersome

ornaments to keep out and what need most 
to be sheltered from the dust. 

I can't say that I advise you to cover 
your pictures and your mirrors with mos- 
quito netting and the like, unless you intend . 
to leave the house vacant for the -entire 
summer, any more than I can counsel you 
to cover all your books with newepapers if 
you ‘have to live with thém. Inexpensive 
curtain will protect them nearly es well. If 
you havé nothing else. ptilige your sweep- 
ing sheets, doubling them, end hanging 
them from @ stout tape or wire instead of 
a rod if you think you cannot spare the 
money to buy or the time te make cheap 
curtains of cheesecloth or scrim. 


Eliminate Elaborate’ Foods. 


For after all, something is to be said 
for the persons who are to spend the sum- 
mer months in these surroundings. It is 
had enough for them to be debarred coun- 
try or Seaside joys and rest without oblig- 
ing them to make their habitation in a 
lumber reom. Simplify your rooms, but 
don't strip them utterly of the adjuncts 
that make home. 

Carry your simplification into other mat- 
ters when the hot weather actually arrives. 
Eiiminate from your bill of fare elaborate 
foods that will exercise your digestive 
powers unduly as well as tire you in the 
preparation. If the high price of. meat 
has done nothing else good for us it should 
at least have instructed us in compounding 
substitutes which do not drain our purses 
or tire our gastric organs. 

Study dishes you can give your house-~ 
hold instead of meat. Those containing 
eooked cheese are as putritious, more 
nutritious, say the experts When you 
offer your family @ cheese fordu or &@ 
cheese soufffé containing eggs. -~ milk, 
oheese, breadcrumbs, you are giving them 
not only the items they need to support 
life—albumen, protelids, fat, starch—but 
you are supplying them with an appetiz- 
ing di¢h which they will welcome as a 
variety from the meat on which they have 
heen fed all through the cold season. 


* * 
Prepare Salads of All Kinds. 

I may have told of the clever little house- 
wife who used to make a veal pot pie with 
‘plenty of gravy and sinkers.and not much 
meat.” Take a leaf dut of her book and 
feed your family on stews with vegetables 
and light, delicate dumplings and well sea- 
dened gravy, and see if this will not suit 
them as well as meat in coarse abundance. 
Try Italian combinations of mecaroni and 
cheese or noodles and cheese enriched with 
& meat gravy. Make savory rice dishes 
in which the meat is a negligible quantity 
und ig yet sufficient to render the compound 
uppetizing. Introduce salads of all kinds, 
with French dressing or mayonnaise or one 
of the good boiled dressings. Turn to the 
generous choice of vegetables that come to 
us in the summer 

Fill tomatoes or peppers or cucumbers or 
egg plant or potatoes with a well seasoned 
stuffing which contains no meat or only 
enough to give @ zest tothe food. Compose 
scallops along the same line and vegetable 
stews of a like kind. 

Do you think I am contradicting myself 
when I tell you in one breath to simplify 
life and in the next urge you to study 
variety? The two pieces of counsel do not 
interfere with one another. The time and 
strength you save by reducing the work 
of keeping your house clean and in order 
is not all spent in cookery, even if you 
have novelties'on your table. They need 
pet require much care or labor and the 
change of menu, like the chenge you 
achieve by altering your room and its fur- 
nishings, will give you something different 
that will be an equivalent to fresh sur- 
roundings. Try it and see if [am not in the

Our little girl of 14 is losing her interest 
in @olle and longs fer more social enter- 
tainmments and acco ent Will 
some one who has articles of amusement 
and culture no longer in use please help 
me? We have older children out in the 
world, some of whom, in spite of all our 
efforts, have failed to develop into ideal 
citizens, and this impela me to throttle 
my pride and cry for help in a social way. 
My boys have begged for a phonograph, a 
magic lantern, @ camera, pyrographic set, 
tool sets,, every kind of musical instru- 
ment, and daily wish for a piano. Can 
you imagine how my heart aches for them? 
I have always hoped the time would come 
when I could procttire for them the things 
they need, but they are growing up so fast 


and I see no way to do so. They delight in | 


good reading, but I find that reading with- 
out other amusements ténds to isolate 
them. from each other and encourage self- 
ishness, M. A.” 

Your letter arouses my sympathy in more 
ways than one. FI understand to the full 
your desire to make home attractive for 
your young people and I comprehend, too, 
the heartache you must have not only for 
those out in the world but for the children 
still home, whose wishes you cannot 
meet. At the same time, to my mind, these 
attractions are not essential to holding the 
young people with you. Ali the artificial 
amusements and entertainments in the 
world are of little account compared te 
understanding and sympathy between pa- 
rents and children, and these you can have 
when there is little besides. How much of 
yourself do you give to your children in the 
way of companionship? You speak of read- 
ing having a tendency to isolate them from 
each other and to makethemeelfish. Have 
you tried having them read aloud to you 
or te each other? Have you done all you 
could to interest them in such simple en- 
joyments—games and the like—that you 
can have in your home at little or no ex- 
pense? You say your boy gave up school 
becauge he could not entertain his class 
The boys with whom I have been intimate 
head no such standard of education as this, 
I do not mean to be unsympathetic, but I 
wonder if perhaps a modification of your 
attitude towards your children might not 
be a healthful thing all around. 

I am printing your request for articles 
your sons and daughter feel would con- 
tribute to their happiness and [ hope some 
one may respond as they wish. Also I 
trust that some other parents who have 
had someéwhat similar experiences with 
children will give us the result of their 
observations in a way which may prove 
helpful toyou.

E. M., I print another recipe for apfel- - 
strudel which {1 have received, with the 
warning that I have not tried the inetruc- 
tions and that any one whe tries them must 
do it at her own risk and bold me bliame- 
less if the result is a failure. Here ig one of 
the several whieh still remain-in my desk. 
As they are all long and much detailed, I 
hope I may be pardoned if I cannot make 
room for any more of. them. I havechosen 
one which appears practical and as simple 
as any of them. 


APFEL-STRUDEL—Make a dough as 
for biscuit of one quart flour, two heaping 
teaspoons baking powder, butter the size 
of a large egg, a pineh of salt. milk or 
water sufficient to make a batter stiff 
enough to roll. Turn the dough out on se 
clean, well floured tablecloth and rol! out 
very thin—about. an eighth of an inch, 
brush it well over the top with tWo well 
beaten eggs. Some use three or four clean 
feathers tied together or a small brush to 
do this. Them spread on @ layer of thinly 
sliced or chopped meliow apples, sprinkle 
with sugar, a quarter pound of nut meats, 
a half pound of seeded raisins which heve 
been cleaned and simmered for about ten 
minutes. Begin at one edge to roll the 
dough as you would jelly roll, and after it 
is well started raise one end of the cloth 
high enough to let the dough finish rolling. 
Take the roll and coil it around ip @ but- 
tered pan and bake twenty or thirty min- 
utes. It is fine with a layer of smearcase 
with a little sygar, two tablespoons melted 
‘butter, and a half euprof raisins or currants 
instead of apple, or with any kind of ber- 
ries. The dough in this recipe is greatly 
modified by Prof. Hmil Gage, as the old 
fashioned way of preparing ‘t is too cum- 
bersome for the American housewife, and 
none but a seasoned old country German 
would prepare this dish aa it is done in Ger- 
many. 

“I would like to ask this Cornerite just 
what kind of ‘torte’ she means, as t..ere 
are so many kinds of them.

The American house- 
wife of today will not only refuse to take as 
much trouble as was done cheerfully by the 
old Germen housekeeper, but decline to as- 
sume the task performed as a matter of 
course by the earlier housewives im this 
lend. We are all in too much of 4 hurry 
newdeys to make the business of cookery 
our grandmothers did. I hope the recipe 
I give for candied Grange peel may prove a 
success in the hands of this Cornerite. 

CANDIED ORANGE PBREL-—Cut the rind 
into quarters. then into long strips. put it in 
@ pan, cover with cold water, bring to a 
deil and drain. This should remove the 
bitter taste. Te the peel of six cranges 
allow a cup and a half of granulated sugar 
and a cupful of water, put these in a granite 
saucepan and bring quickly to 4 hard boil. 
Add the orange peel and boll down quickly, 
taking Care the sugar does not scorch. When 
the liquid is almost cooked away remove the 
sauce from the stove, stir in a cupful of 
dry sugar, keep stirring until the pee! is al- 
most cold, pick it apart with a fork and the 
fingera, and lay on a plate to dry.

“I want.a receipe for cookies and hope you 
cam give me one. I like the large, goft 
cookies, but all the recipes I see Gay 
‘enough flour to make a soft dough.’ What 
I call a soft dough I could not roll nor eut, 
and when I put in more flour they are too 
tough and dry. Also I would like @ recipe 
for oatmeal cookies, but I can’t use these 
unless all ingredients are measured.

COOKIES--One cupful butter, two ecup- 
fulse sugar, three eggs, half teaspoon bak- 
ing powder, one even teaspoon nutmeg. half 
teaspoon cloves, flour for a soft dough. 
Begin with two cupfuls and add carefully 
that you do not make them too stiff. Cream 
butter and sugar, and yolks of eggs. spice, 
one cupful flour with baking powder, the 
whipped whites and the rest of the flour. 
Roll into a sheet a quarter of an inch thick, 
cut into rounds, and bake In a good oven. 

These cookies ought to be of the soft va- 
riety if you will keep them wrapped in a 
cloth in a box and wil! not let them dry out. 
It is impossible to give more explicit di- 
rections than “ flour to make a soft dough,” 
for flour has thickening properties that 
differ, and a certain degree of judgment is 
needed.

It is better to buy a kimono pattern, but 
the expert could cut her gown by doubling 
the material aéross with both halves equal, 
then double again in @ lengthwise fold and 
with an old night dress far guide as to neck 
opening and length of sleeve cut just as one 
did the first \doll frocks of infancy, those 
that slipped on over the head and had only 
two seama, one at each side.

The Flat Fell Seam. 


It is far safer, however, to cut from a good 
kimono pattern. Hold it to you and turn up 
your exact length, also turn in or add +o the 
pattern as you like a longer or shorter sleeve. 
If the crépe is not wide the sleeve may have 
to be made quite short. but that is all the pret- 
tier for summer use. Pin the pattern care- 
fully to the material, which should be 
doubled in two equal parts. as there is no 
seam on the shoulder. Allow two and an 
eighth inches for the hem. 

Sew an ordinary seam on the wrong side, 
remove the bastings, trim the edge toward 
you quite close to the sewing line—but not 
so close that the stitching will not hold— 
turn the other edge flatly over it, and press 
hard with the thumb. Make a narrow turn- 
ing, baste, and hem. 

This seam is known as a fiat fell and is 
used most on underwear, I describe it for 
the benefit of the novice who may want to 
try her hand at making a pretty night dress 
for her trousseau, #0 the expert home dreas- 
maker need not sneer, “ Who doesn’t know 
that?’ 

The girl who t# accustomed to machine 
work need not baste her seams, either the 
first time or for the fell, if she can sew a 
straight line. Personally I am strong for 
basting, as to me it saves time in the end 
Many girls prefer to make all their under- 
wear by hand, but to me life is too short. 
especially for crépe night dreeses. Usea fine 
needle, medium sized stitch, and silk the 
color of the material. 

The night drese slips over the head, so 
there are no plackets to bother with. Baete 
the trimming on neck and sléeves, turn the 
seam to wrong side, and face with a bias 
strip of the crépe three-quarters of an inch 
wide. The facing should be basted on top 
of the trimming, with one edge to the edge of 
the seam, #o one line of sewing is ali that Is 
needed, In turning, baste the facing close 
to the edge, or prees hard as the material lies 
fiat. Make a small turning on the opposite 
edge and hem down by hand 


* 
Nech and Sleeve Trimming. 

Sometimes the trimming fs set on the night 
dress instead of ingerted ina seam. In this 
case face the neck and turn tn the sleeves in 
a narrow hem. 

The only trimming of these crépe night 
Greases is around the sleeves and low cut 
neck; the opening must be big enough to 
slip over the head easily. If too low, it can 
be drawn higher by baby ribbon run through 
the facing, 

The smartest trimming is a side plaited flat 
frill of net, about two and a half inches wide. 
It is sewed around the neck without fullness, 
merely efged enough not to draw, and is put 
on the sleeves to turn up on the crépe in- 
stead of hanging over the arm ina frill. A 
new and Frenchy touckeis given by catch- 
ing the frill to the night dress by meana of 
small satin ribbon flowera These are sewed 
to the lower edge of the frill at three inch 
intervale. 

These flowers are easily made from odds 
and ends of ribbon. A epray of blue forget- 
me-nots, with the green stem and leaves, is 
lovely holding down the frill of a blue crépe 
de chine night drees, while the tiny pink 
rose and green foliage is effective on a biuve, 
white, or pink gown. Sew firmly but not ¢o 
tight the flowers are hard to rip for the first 
laundering. By the way, take time to baste 
the lower edgeof the net frill before washing, 
if it is to keep in shape when laundered, 

Another smart finieh for these night dresses 
is a bending or ingertion of lace, with curved, 
finished) edges. Choose a lace with open 
enough meeh to run a ribbon through it. or 
else get the lace banding intended to be used 
as beading. Remember the wash tub in bur- 
ing your lace and get something durable. 
Valenciennes washes weil, the fine linen and 
Cluny even better, and many of the shadow 
laces give excellent service.

When you wish the night dress to do duty 
as a negligee on occasions it should be made 
with gathers in the back for the space of 
four inches and at a depth to make a short 
waisted effect. For easy iaundering sew on 
material and run draw strings through it of 
three strips of No. 1 ribbon the color of the 
soft cord or baby ribbon. Cover these gathers 
with a two inch satin ribbon the color of the 
gown or of the flowers in a white gown, and 
make the ends long enough to tie in front or 
else hook loosely under a rosette and a bunch 
of the flowers used in trimming. 

If crépe ia to costly some of the fine eotton 
crépes in delicate colors make a pretty sub- 

‘stitute; so do the colored silk muslins. The 
white cotton crépes are an admirable choice 
if much traveling ia to be done this summer 
or if laundering counts. A simple finish for 
neck and sleeves is a band of inch and a half 
wide batiste or volld embroidery. 

When these solid embroideries are used turn 
up the edges of the night dress on the right 
side a quarter of an inch, turn in the edges 
of the banding, baste it so one edge comes 
on the turned up edge of the gown, and the 
other is sewed through the crépe. This does 
away with facings. Join the banding in the 
middie of the front and at seam of sleeve 


Miss Barton's Answers to D 


H. H.: The ‘shine’ that sometimes comes 
in pressing may be removed by placing a dry 
cloth over the place, and a second cloth, 
dampened, but wrung dry, over that. Press 
the damp cloth lightly. Remove the cioths 
and brush dry, using a soft bristle brush. 
This is especially good for serges. Rough 
materials hdving a nap should be brushed up 
or down after pressing. The work shouid 
be held on a tab.e in front of you as much 
as possible—it will be less apt to stretch and 
wrinkle than if you hold it ip your lap, which 
brings the welght of the whole coat on the 
edgé you're working on, besides crumpling 
up the coat. 

One more point, which is important if the 
coat is to keep ite good appearance to the 
end of the chapter: you must always slip it 
over a hanger as soon as you take it off, if 
possible, but never In such a way as to crack 
the canvas, for, once cracked, there is no 
poresible way of restoring it. If a hanger is 
not at hand, the back of a straight chair will 
answer, but be sure that the center of the 
chair back comes inside the ooller; if it is 
allowed to come against the back of the coat 
below the collar and left for any iength of 
time, it will stretch the material and cause 
it to poke out ever afterward. If it is abso- 
ijutely necessary to lay the coat down or te 
carry it er the arm, fold it smoothly in 
such a wé@y that the canvas cannot wrinkle.

A. E. M.: When making lingerie all rough 
seams should be concealed, and a garment 
carefully made will have a finished, dainty 
look, and very little trimming will be neces. 
sary. 

French seams are best for long seams, and 
for the short ones use fclled seams. 

In making French seams, stitch the seam 
on the right side with the machine, then trim 
the edges, turn the matefial, and stitch 
again, inclosing the edges in the seam. 

A felled seam is stitched by machine or 
hand on the wrong side, with one edge wider 
thafhi the other. The wider edge is turned over 
the narrow one and stitched down by hand, 
using small, even seam atitches. 

Another way of joining seams is by means 
of the narrow seam beading, the edges of 
both beading and material being rolled and 
whipped together.

TO MOTHER: The flannel used for a 
baby’s bands and ekirts should be a thin, 
soft, all wool flannel.

If a softer finish ia liked a 
three-eighthe of an inch late can be over- 
cast to the edge-of insertion. ‘Then run three 
lengthwise strips>of insertion over each 
shoulder beyond the heck. Set an inch apart, 
point both ends. Allow fifteen inches for the 
inner sttips and shorten each of the others 
an inch. Insert like the medallion is done, 
cutting away material uncerneath.

A tear in fine 
lace may be mended by first basting it upon 
white paper and then, if the tear is not large, 
darning it with fine thread and filling tn 
with lace stitches as much as possible like 
the original ones. If the hole is too ‘arge 
to be mended in this way a piece of Brussels 
net to matoh the mesh of the lace can be 
basted beneeth, and after the edges have 
been darned adding several lace stitches 
to fill up the vacant places. When the edge 
requires mending It should be basted upon 
thin muslin and put In an embroidery frame 
and carefully mended, taking care that the 
musiin is not caught by the stitches. After 
the work is finished and pressed the result 
will be very satisfactory.

A Plea for the Near-Altogether. 


REDERICK BOYLE, Britieh scientist 
and explorer, recently made a plea that 
people abandon the mést of their cloth- 
ing. He did not désife to ruin the 

clothiers, tor deprive women of their imme- 
mérial privilege of shoppitiz, nor to save time 
fot higher things. He miade his plea entirely 
on the ground of health. 

Wearing of clothes he declares is most unnat- 
ural. After years of study and experiment, 
duting which he has visited many remote re- 
gions of the world and collected the vital sta- 
tistics of savages, We is led to believe that 
most human ills are due to clothes. Diseases 
of the livée#, consumption, gout, and a thou- 
sahd other ills are due to the fact that man 
does not go as unclad as the original red man. 

Clitiate makes no difference, he says: we 
feel cold simply because we are shielded from 
cold from birth. In the davs when the Irish 
chieftain and warriors wore only a single man- 
tle they acquired a superiority in vigor over 
the rést of Burope and a capacity for endur- 
ance afid a perfection of form and feature un- 
surpassed. 

“The fact is,” says Dr. Boyle, “a mati 
feels cold in proportion as he is ased to cloth- 
ing. If he never wore shoes he would not 


know the meaning of cold feet. It is an ad- 
mitted fact by those acquainted with savage 
races that when they adopt clothing to which 
they have never been accustomed they at once 
develop diseases—especially lung diseases. 

“ The marvelous feats accomplished by these 
unclad savages are always a subject of com- 
ment by those who know them. 

“ Humboldt says the Mexicans carry 240 to 
380 pounds from the lowest depths to the sur- 
face of the mines. Byam tells similar stories 
of the Chile Indians. He found their load 2! 
to 260 pounds generally, but on one occasion 
it reached 380, all carried up from the mines 
on most primitive ladders. | 

“ Another traveler tells of a youth who car- 
ried more than 100 pounds for 110 miles in 
seventy hours. Some of the Mexican Indians 
easily run 170 miles without stopping. One 
man carried a letter and brotight back a reply 
600 miles in five days. ‘All this strength due 
to the fact that they Wear ho accumulation 
of clothing.” 

Dr. Boyle, however, did not pursue his logic 
far enough to arrive at the conclusion that 
women are approaching these conditions 
hecessary to great strength and endurance 
much more rapidly than men. Their clothing 
is much lighter than that of tien.

Agony of Humans Outdone. 


UMAN beings evidently are not the 
only sufferers from that most dreaded 
of maladies, seasickness, for it seems 
that fish, when carried for long dis- 

tances on the ocean, become ill and frequently 
die. For that reason many rare and interest- 
ing specimens captured in tropical countries 
cannot be bronght alive to this country. 

In a recent shipment of four hundred fish 
more than one hundred died on the way and 
the remainder arrived in such a shattered con- 
dition that heroic treatment was needed to 


save their lives According to this it may be 
presumed that the agony endured by butians 
when the ship begins to pitch and roll is as 
nothing compared with the same suffering of 
tank inclosed fish. 

As a precaution against this sickness the 
fish are practically starved for at least a day 
before they are taken on beard. The gal- 
vanized iron tanks in which they are carried 
contain from ten to fifty gallons of sea water 
kept at a temperature of about 68 degrees by 
steam from the ship's boilers during the trip.

Greek Invented the 


T seems that the invention of clocks and 


watches Was not the fruit of a single dis-. 


covery, bat was really a slow growth, side 

by side with many other advances ia civ- 
iMgation, and of course the earliest clocks and 
instruments were sun dials. 

The invention of the eun‘dial is generally 
attributed to a Grecian astronomer who died 
about 647 B, ©. 

The dial was followed by the hourglass, and 
this by the water clack, which marked time 
by the escape of Water through an orifice. 
These Were introduced into Rome about 158 
B. C., but ate believed to have been in use in 

and Meypt fer a hundred years pre- 
te that date. 

About 130 B. ©. the water clock in Rome 
wae improved by the addition of a toothed 

dtivea by the flow of the water.’ The 
stibetitution of a weight for water to turm the 
wheel was probably first made by the Sara- 


come. This invention is cften ascribed to - 


Archimedes, 200 B. ©,, but though there is no 
doubt that he was the first to make the dis- 
covery of the advantage of weights in turning 
staal machines, there is no good evidence that 
he applied it to the clock. 

There is a record of a clock constructed by 
Boethius in 570 A. D.: of another sent by 
Pope Paul I. to King Pepin of France in the

year 760, and of another made by Pacificus of 
Verona in the ninth century; but in regard to 
all of these there is doubt whether they may 
not have been water clocks, made in the old 
fashioned way. 

There is no doubt, however, that Gerbet, 
who subsequently became pope as Sylvester 
II., did construct a wheel and weight clock at 
Magdeburg in 996. And within the next 300 


_years a number of tower clocks of great size 


and elaborate workmanship were set up in the 
churches of Europe and of England. 

The first watch was a small clock, of course. 
In 1477 Peter Hale, a clockmaker of Nurem- 
berg, made a clock in the form of an egg, 
which could be carried in the pocket. The 
production of this cost a year's labor; it was 
considered one of the wonders of the world 
and valued by its maker at a price equal to 
$1,500 at the present time. And yet it re- 
quired winding twice a day and varied an hour 
a day from the correct time. 

Hale probably invented the fusee spring, but 
the hairspring was the invention of Dr. Rob- 
ert Hooke, an Englishman, in 1658, and Hooke 
was also the first to use the lever escapement, 
in 1666. 

The use of jewels for the bearings of the 
pivots was introduced about 1700, and the 
compensation balance was invented in 1767.

T may sound strange to hear people talk 

about going to the north pole and back 

as a summer cruise, but Count. Zeppelin 

and Prince Henry, the latter the brother 
of the kaiser, are confident that tourists wiil 
soon be able to visit the north pole as readily 
as they now make a visit along the fiords of 
Norway and to see the land of “ the midnight 
sun.” 

Count Zeppelin and Prince Henry, assisted 
by the German emperor, have already under: 
taken the first long step in making their dar- 
ing dream a strong reality. 

Last year they went up as far as Spitzber- 
gen on one of the-German steamers which 
makes this trip regularly during the summer 
months. Count Zeppelin had with him an air 
balloon and they made a number of ascents 
to study meteorological conditions near the 
had with them Prof. von 
scientist, who has a 


north: pole. They 
Hergesell, a German 
reputation as an aerologist and is president 
of the international committee for scientific 
aeronautics. 

In planning a dash to the north pole, though 
they will have to figure with the wind, they 
will have easier work than the men who made 
the journey with snow sledges.

Summer Temperature Around Zero. 


In the unexplored polar districts landings 
from airships will be possible only on ice floes, 
which are splendidly suited to that purpose.

The low tempera- 
ture is of small consideration, for in July and 
August, the two “hot” months, and the 
period in which the Zeppelin expeditions are 
planned to take place, the thermometer is 
never more than slightly below Zero.

On the other hand, the polar fog 1s 
never so thick but it leaves the surface of the 
ice visible from an aiebip and is therefore an 
obstacle that causes Count Zeppelin few 


qualms. 


These difficulties are few and easy com- 
pared with the trials and hardships encoun- 
tered with sledges and dogs. The dogs often 
die and many of the sledges are lost before 
half the trip is over.

Prof. Manjon has come to the conclusion 
that nearly all modern women are morbid, 
and that even young girls have spells of mor- 
bidness, especially the women and girls who 
lead a modern life, full of gayety and activ- 
ity. This morbidness, according to him, is 
due to nothing but a lack of fresh air and 
sunshine. 

The modern woman of today sees little of 
the sunshine and feels little fresh air. Un- 
less she is an unusual type, her mornings are 
spent indoors, usually with the shades down 
so that she may rest and recuperate. Little 
fresh air and no sunshine enter the room. 
In the afternoon, if the modern woman goes 
out at all, either she goes in 9 motor and ia

in flowing clothes and veils that the sunshine 


and fresh air cannot penetrate to her skin. 
At night the moderh waman is at her best, 
but at night, the only time when any of her 
skin is exposed to the air, the sun has given 
up in despair and hag disappeared.

The little bride 
does all the work while her husband’s mother 


loafs around and gives orders. 


Japanese girls are taught always to be ex- 
Ceedingly polite and respectful to their elders. 
and they obey these teachings far better than 
our American girls do. Over there one of the 
Worst things a Japanese girl can do is to “ an- 
sWer back” to an elder. If she does so she is 
considered a disgrace to her family, and, most 
of all, to her “ honorable ancestors.” She must 
ask her parents’ advice about everything she 
Wants to do and wouldn't think of doing any- 
thing on her own initiative. But politeness 
and respect reach their culminating point in @ 
Wife’s attitude toward her husband's mother. 

Of course there are many kind old ladies 
who endeavor to make things easy for the new 
daughter. But conventions are so strict in 
Japan that even if they were willing to accept 
fewe - attentions the mothers-in-law would

have to allow the daughters to do many things 
that are irksome and unnecessary. It would

“Dear Miss Libbey 
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Miss Ethel Comstock. 


These couples represent another phase of city lonell- 
ness. They are mostly young people who have come from 
other cities in search of ‘work in Chicago. Not be- 
ing definitely settled they live in light housekeeping rooms. 

They are men and women ef refinement and education. 
But owing to their straitened circumstances they must 
rent one or two furnished rooms with light housekeep- 
ing privileges. Such rooms are not always in the choicest 
localities. You cannot pick your neighbors in such room 
ing houses. ‘Through this combination of circumstances 
they are often leading extremely lonely lives. The oppor- 
tunity which St. James’ church gives them to spend a 
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Rev. James S. Stone. 


VER 100,000 young men, over 100,000 young 
women—the flower of America’s manhood and 
womanhood—are in Chicago, and they are lonely. 

The choicest sons and daughters of the east and 
west, of the north afd south, who have followed the call 
of ambition to Chicago, are withering away their evenings 
in the gloomy, depressive atmosphere of the hall bedrooms 
in which they live. . 

Chicago has honors and laurels for the self-made man, 
but only after.he has arrived. While he is still in the 
making this self-made man of the future, who is the hall- 
room boy of today, is looked upon with distrust. Every 
home is closed to him. There is a caste-like division be- 
tween the home population of this city and the quarter 
of a million or so men and women who weave the thread 
of ambition in rooming and boarding houses. 

This Chinese wall which divides the Chicago men and 
women, boys and girls, from the young men and young 
women who come to this city from all parts of the United 
States to build their futures and forge their fortunes 
here, will be razed. Hospitality toward the stranger, 
which is one of the cardinal principles of humanity, will 
be reinstalled in our city life. : 

At least this is the dream of the Rev. James 8. Stone, 
who is the spiritual mentor of St. James’ church, which 
is one of Chicago's oldest churches. 


Some time ago St. James’ church opened its parish 
house at 666 Rush street to the lonely strangers who 
toom on the north side.of the city. Dances were arranged 
for Tuesday night. Only men and women of high 
character are admitted to these dances.. In the short 
perjpd since this innovation the Rev. Dr. Stone has be- 
come convinced that the problem of loneliness is one of 
the most serious of several problems this city has to face. 

x 


Hopes His Example Will Be Followed, 

While Dr. Stone does not anticipate that the weekly 
dances at his parish house can contribute a great deal 
toward abolishing the loneliness of the men and: women 
who come to this city in search of opportunities, he thinks 
that the example of his church might be followed by 
others. The work of St. James, he believes, will open 
the eyes of many people in the city toward the need of a 
more cordial relationship toward the army of ambitious 
and splendid men and women who live in rooming and 
boarding houses. 

Dr. Stone is assisted in this work of bringing light ok 
happiness into the lives of the hall room boys and girls 
by Miss Ethel Comstock, the parish secretary. Miss Com- 
stock has done social work in Porto Rico and in Paris. 
She is ardent in her plpa for the hall room boys and 
girls of the city, a plea for a more friendy attitude to- 
ward them by men and women who are fortunate enough 
to have homes here. 

“There are po more miserable hours than the hours 
between sunset and bed time on a Sunday night in a room- 
ing house,” Miss Comstock says. “ During the week the 

men and women who are strangers here work and are 
sadablaa:} On Sunday the social instinct asserts itself. 
They crave companionship because the homes of the city 
are closed to them. 

“This exclusive attitude which the city people adopt 
toward the stranger results in a great moral loss not 
only to the hall room boy or gifl but to the boy and girl 
of the city. The boys and girls who come to Chicago are 
men and women with ambition. They are strong men- 


—— 


taNy, physically, and morally. Their presence would 
be a credit to the best of homes. 

“Since we started our Tuesday night dancing here we 
have had wonderful opportunities to study the types of 
young persons who live in the boarding and rooming 
houses in the neighborhood. At our dances men and 
women who have homes in this city mingle with those 
from out of town. We require these strangers, therefore, 
to fill out a membership card, stating their names, occu- 


pation, and other particulars. Of the hundred or so mem- 


bers which we now have, practically every one is a high’ 
type of man or woman. 

“They would not be in Chicago if int were not. There 
are among them clerks, office workers, professionals, and 
students. Among the girls there are some who came to 
Chicago to study music and art. There are others who 
came here to find a business career for themselves. They 
are all earnest, gentlemanly and gentlewomanly. The 
boys and girls of the city could learn much from them. 
They often have more grit and backbone than the average 
well to do city youth has. 

“ Most social workers nowadays confine all their energy 
td) the immigrant. They think the immigrant is in neéd 
of protection, which is so. But the American boy and 
girl likewise are entitled to protection. We have a con- 
stant emigration from the smaller cities all over the 
country into Chicago. The boy or girl who comes to Chi- 
cago from South Dakota or Nebraska in search of oppor- 
tunities is often lonelier here than the immigrant is, 
despite the fact that the American can speak the language.

“Chicago Is America.”- . 

*Among immigrants acquaintances are easily picked 
up. The‘American youth who lives in a boarding bouse 
is isolated. Unless some one steps in and gives him @ 
helping hand he is lonely and miserable. How many men 
who employ boys from out of town and find them to 
possess business integrity and faithfulness will think of 
inviting the boy who sits by his side into his home?” 

Dr. Stone admitted that his interest in the great army _ 


‘have upon the rest of the community. 


of country boys who come to Chicago in search of oppor- 
tunities may partly be due to the fact that he was once 
a country boy himself. He was born in a small country 
town in England and has gone through a good deal of 
the loneliness from which he is now trying to spare the 
thousands of hall room boys in Chicago. 

“Chicago,” the minister said, “is to America what 
London is to England, what Paris is to France. Chicago 
is America. You will find men from every city in the 
country flocking to Chicago, because they consider it the 
typical American city—far more typical than New York. 
Chicago has a great business future and the most am- 
bitious boys and girls, men and women, come to cast their 
Jot with this city. 

“The out of town boys as a class are to be cherished. 
After they have been here a year they practically never 
fail. It is the first year that is the critical year with 
the boy and girl from out of gown. If they hold out here 
the first year they are on the road to success. 

“The inhospitable attitude we take toward these am- 
bitious men and women is all the more surprising since 
most of the successful Chicagoans have at pne time been 
in the same situation. They, too, were strangers here. 
I don’t know how much of an effect the work of our 
church, in trying’ to bring the able and splendid men and 
women from the rooming houses of this district in touch 
with the men and women who have homes in this city, will 
I know, how- 
ever, that in our imniediate neighborhood it is doing a 
great deal of good.” é

Some Figures on the Lonely. 

The problem of JIoneliness in Chicago 
measured by statistics. Nevertheless, statistics give a fair 
idea of it. The Ilinois state board of health has control 
over all city lodging houses which have five or more room- 
ers. The number of rooming and boarding houses in Chi- 
cago, according to the latest figures or the health de 
partment, is as follows: 

Rooming houses, 5,545. 

Boarding houses, 2,682. 

Cheap lodging houses, 123. 

Hotels, 737. 

The combined population of these rooming and board- 
ing houses of various shades and degrees is 110,218. 

But the number of rooming, boarding houses, and hotels 
which come under the supervision of the state board of 
health does not represent even a half, it is estimated, of 
the people who are rooming in this city. Every stranger 
who comes to Chicago abhors the word “ boarding house.” 
He will do his utmost to get a room in a “ private flat.” 
As a consequence, there are thousands upon thousands 
of “ private flats” in this city that keep up to five room- 
ers, and thus escape being officially labeled rooming oF 
boarding houses. 

The bulk of the men and women of ambition and energy 
live more often in these private flats. But as the word 
private is only a cloak for making the rooming house more 
attractive, and getting better rates for the rooms rented, 
the men and women living in them are confronted with the 
same frigid atmosphere which is to be met in the officially 
labeled rooming houses. 

Of course, the majority of the ambitious men and 
women living in the better class of rooming houses im 
Chicago will, in spite of their loneliness, never permit 
themselves to pick up wholly undesirable acquaintances

Whether or not all women in the 
far west will be given the ballot depends 
on the yote of the people in Nevada next 
year. 

Leaders in the movement declare there is 
no suasion equal to the influence of neigh- 
boring states that have the vote. 

In discussing the situation of Nevada at 
the Mississippi valley conference, held in 8t. 
Louis in April, Miss Anne Martin, the presi- 
dent of the Nevada Equa! Franchise society, 
eaid the suffragists are counting on this in- 
fluence to offset in a degree some of the 4if- 
ficulties encountered in campaigning the 
state. 

* While Nevada is one of the largest states 
in the union, it is sparsely populated,” Miss 
Martin told the delegates to the conference. 
“ There on only 80,000 inhabitants, with 
23,000 voters. Our problem, therefore, is to 
cover an enormous area with . scattered 
population. The difficulty of convincing 
these 23,000 voters sprinkled over an area 
one-fourth larger than Great Britain is 
scarcely less an achievement than getting a 
bill past the legislature in Illinois. While 
we do not have the deep rooted prejudices 
eo often met with-in the conservative east 
to overcome, still there are some localities 
in our state where the word suffrage has 
never been heand—localities particularly 
hard to reach in'« “Campaign.

2 Feel Confident of Victory. 

“ Nevada is not generally appreciated by 
the eastern tourist,”’ said Miss Martin, “ who 
sees mainly the most unattractive parts of 
the state in crossing it by rail Nevada's 
mining resources, in spite of its vast produc- 
tion of silver in the big bonansa days, are 
almost untouched; it ranks third in the pre- 
éuction of gold and copper. Most of its enor 
mous area is fertile land if only water coul4 
be gotten to it. Through the influence. of 
Senator Newlands the government canal 
known as'the Truckee-Carson has thrown 
open hundreds of thousands of fertile acres, 
with water rights, to thousands of settlers. 
Nevada's agricultural, like her mining, pos- 
sibilities have hardly been scratched on the 
surface. 

“ The men of our state are unveually broad 
minded and fair even for citizens of the west. 
and we feel confident of victory in 1914, if 
we are only able to present the question te 
them before they have to vote upon it. 

“Our campaign will have to be continued 
for twenty months, so that we will have the 
problem of keeping up the interest and sen- 
timent in the movement already aroused. 
Looking to this end, we expect to make use of 
Postal propaganda, press work, and speak- 
ers. Every voter in the state. will be ap- 
Proached with at least five letters setting 
forth the meaning and the reasons for the 
measures to be voted on. 

** One of the conditions peculiar to Nevada 
fis it has a large male floating population—a 
fact which constitutes a strong argument 
for woman's suffrage, as the women repre- 
sent a higher proportionately permanent ele- 
ment in the community. 
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“Past experience shows most siffragists 
coming west use the northern rovte golng 
out and return east by the southern route, 
never reaching Nevada. I hope all suffragists 
will change their routes whenever possible 
go that they wil) go through Nevada, thus 
lending their aid to our campaign. Weare 
in constant need of speakers.”

This optimism of reformers and of the 
public at large is assailed in a startling 
manner and from a startling source. Sir 
Alfred’ Russel Wallace, the distinguished 
scientist, who, with Darwin, shares tni- 
versal fame for the discovery. of ‘the 
doctrine of natural selection, has drawn 
an most bitter indictment of society and 
present day civilization in a book called 
Prog:

FAIR PLAY IN THE ARMY. 
Secretary of War Garrison is giving more 
proof of his mettle. He has revived Col. 
Roosevelt’s ruling as to the choice of gen- 
eral officers and announces that he pro- 
poses to keep politics and pul] out of the 
promotion, detail, and assignmer*. 
Instead of listening to exigent congress- 
men and politicians with “influence” he 
has provided that vacancies to these high 
ranks will be filled upon the recommenda; 
tion of a majority of the general officers 
~ thémselves. They are obviously more Gt to 

e competently than any layman. 
this Secretary Garrison will have not 
ealy the cordial approval of the army but 
ales of public opiuion. His action is further 


economic, social, and legal institutions, 
Wallace asserts that “it is not too much 
to say that our whole system of society 
is rotten from top to bottom-—is the worst 
the world has ever seen.” 

Wallace dates back the ré@trogression of 
modern civilization to the industrial revo 
lution which took place at the close of the 
eighteenth century. The result of this 
economic revolution, he says, has been al- 
most wholly evil. It has enabled individ- 
uals to advance their power to a mMmar- 
velous decree. But while. industry and 
its captains, havé progressed, society as a 
whole went backward. Wealth hag in- 
creased a hundredfold. But it “has been 
distribute with such gross injustice that 
the actual condition of those ‘who pro- 
duce all this wealth bas become worse and 
worse.” In spite of the fabulous increase 
of wealth the industrial revolution made 
possible, Wallace asserts, “more people 
die annually of want than are killed in 
a great war Children die 
prematurely as surely as though a body 
of secret poisoners were constantly st 
work to destroy them.” 


While this goes on “in the depths,” 


Wallace cites “ bribery, adulteration, and 


petty dishotesty 
Pee higher up.” (And 
higher up yet “among the merchant 
princes, the captains of industry,” he 
finds a “gigantic and widespread system 
of gambling,” while “bard taskmasters 
, drive down wages below the 
level of bare subsistence.” 

Our administration of justice, accord- 
ing to this indictment, is “ uttety unjust,” 
being based on a system of money fees, 
“which makes poverty itself a crime, 
while it allows those with money to xo 
practically free.” The number of deaths 
from explosions and other accidents, 
largely preventable, continue to incfease. 
Yet no one is punished or even held re- 
sponsible for these deaths. In this 
Wallace finds “a deplorable absence of 
moral feeling.” 

A philosopher in despair is what one fs 
tempted to style the great scientist as one 
peruses page after page of thie note

Exclusion from citizenship does not imply 
any degree of inferiority whatsoever. Itim- 
plies essential difference—difference in kind, 
not degree. To 
Whether the Chinese or the Japanese 
ought to be ineligible is a question which is 
not so‘clear as it once was. Occidental 
opinion is not eo dogmatic upon the im- 
portance of the differences existing between 
the east and the west—the ethnic difference 
celebrated by Kipling when he wrote his 
familiar lines to the effect that “ never the 
twain shall meet,” But honest and intelli- 
gent Japanese and Chinese opinion must 
recognize that ethnic differences do exist and 
that they are not to be lightly dismissed. 
It is absolutely essential to coberent prog- 
ress and to the peaceful and consistent de- 
velopment of o@r social and political insti- 
tutions that our citizenship should be com- 
posed of men and women profoundly com- 
mitted to our ideals of civiligation, our stand- 
ards, our aims.

No way has been devised to keep books in 
terms of efficiency and inefficiency; no way 
to keep track of aches and pains or good 
health and wellbeing in any health booking. 
Therefore the spotlight can never be made 
to play upon personal hygiene. 

Nevertheless, of the two personal 
eppeals to more people. Of the letters that 
come to this office certainly nine out of ten 
want information on questions that fall in 
the realm of personal hygiene. 

Unfortunately most of these letters are 
stimulated by conditions for which there is 
little help, but which should never have ex- 
isted at all. 

During the years of childhood and youth 
there was no chance to learn how to stand, 
how to walk, and how to live, and, in con- 
sequence, in early manhood pains and aches 
and inefticiencies have developed. 

There was no way of learning about the 
atches of the feet, the work of the toe and 
that of the heel. Thesentiment about small 
feet and pretty feet was working at its trade. 
Before chance to know was at hand tight 
shoes had dwarfed the toes, twisted the 
bones of the feet around until nerves, had 
got out of their grooves and blood vessels 
were pinched at every step. 

The same is true, though in lesser Measure, 
of the shoulder girdle. The nerves, bones, 
arteries and muscles do not fit as snugly as 
they do in the fect, but sagging shoulders 
do press at times on structures which resent 
the pressure by pains, aches, and tires. Much 
of the pains and aches called neuritis, rheu- 
matism, gout, and by other names that siz- 
nify disease ate the result of such malad- 
justment. |

This factor is important enough to be the 
basis of at least two schools of'hénling. As 
a general proposition, howéver, those schools 
place emphasis upon the ‘nérvea which 
emerge from the spinal column in a position 
to be pinched. The degrée of distortion of 
the spinal column is never so gréat as is fre- 
quently found in the feet, and the more gen- 
eral opinion is that exaggerated curves or 
lack of curves in the spinal column do harm 
by disturbing the cubie capacity of cav- 
ities that contain vital organs then by pinth- 
ing nerves. ' 

Dependent tipon the curves: of the spinal 
column is the chest, occupied by .the heart 
and lungs; is the abdomen, oeaupied by the 
digestive apparatus. aslo : 

When man walked onal) fours; his heart 
bad less work todo. Walking upright adds 
to the work of the heart and therefore 
when the heart is disensed the shoiilders 
droop forward—an effort is unconsciously 
made to fall back intothe position ef ease. 

On the other hand, the lungs are better off 
in the present human chest than in the old 
etyle arrangement. 

The hands are seldom used together. * Al- 
most everything done by the hands is done 
better by one hand. This makes it possible 
to do two things at a time, one With one hand 
and ove with the other. 

Again, all down the line this release from 
the need of using the two hands together has 
made it possible for the chest to broaden 
out. 

Man is born with a deep, narrow chest—a 
tendency to return to the old animal type. 
If the gain is to be held it must be fought 
for. The broad shouldered type must de 
cultivated; it is not natural. 

The most important curve of the spine 
is that in the abdominal region. Itis known 
as the lumbar curve. In young children 
there is no sway in the back. In grown 
people a sway is natural. 

If it is too great the abdomen will pouch 
out in front and the pouching may seriously 
interfere with the digestion and assimilation. 
About as many people of middle life are 
made inefficient by reason of large girth 
measure as from any other cause. 

As a further consideration, unless the 
lumbar curve is as it ought to be the pelvis 
tilts and too much or too little pressure is 
exerted on the pelvic structure.

cause the real basis of the trouble ig in the 
way they stand. 

‘The spinal column has some twenty-five 
joints in it. If the column were straight 
every step would jar all the delicate ma- 
chinery of the body. There must be curves 
in theycolumn for the same reason that au- 
tomobiles have pneumatic tires. 

A back curve is geeded in the chest for 
the lungs and the heart. You cannot curve 
the column back in the chest region without 
curving it forward in other directiong to 
make up for it. There must be compensa- 
tion. 

There is a forward curve in the neck and 
one in the abdomen to make up for the back- 

ard curve in the chest. Ifany one of these 
hows curve too far in one direction there 
must be a compensating increase in the bows 
in the other directions. If the abdomen 
pouches out too far then the shoulders must 
rear back too far, which adds to the inem- 
clency. 

The human body is a machine. This ma- 
chine does not move forward with the mini- 
mum expenditure of energy when it starts 
from a backward slant. It is easier to main- 
tain a column in the straight line than ft is 
to maintain a series-of curves. 

All of these weights, lung some on one 
side, some on the other, but so placed ag to 
maintain the vertical in balance, represent 
an artificial condition. :

IR MELVILLE MACNAGHTEN, who 
for the last twenty-five years has been 
chief of the criminal! investigation de- 
partment, and assistant commissioner 
of police at Scotiand Yard, is retir- 

ing from the control of Great Britain's se- 
cret service, and is to. be succeeded by the 
Hon. Frank 7. Bigham, chief constable of 
the metropolitan police ané younger son of 
that Iord Mersey, former president of the 
Probate, Divorce, and Admiralty court, who 
was chairman of the government court of in- 
quiry into the lose of the Titanic. 

Lord Mersey had an elder brother of the 
name of Henry, who settled in New York, 
where he married the daughter of John Nu- 
man of that city. 

His son, Hensy John Bigham, a member of 
the Wall street firm of Harrington, Bigham & 
Englar, admiralty lawyers, was appointed 
last year to the board of education of the 
city of New York. 

It is not true, however, that he is in the 
ine of succession to the peerage of his uncle, 
Lord Mersey. It descends only to the male 
jJesue of Lord Mersey, ' 

Let me add that the. new chief of the se- 
oret service is a member of the bar and a 
graduate of Magcalen college, Oxford, where 
the Prince of Wales is now completing his 
education. ‘

Sir Melville Macnaghten has no such legal! 
training. He belongs to the old Scotch-Irish 
houge of Macnagtten, which, originating in 
Moray, has been settled in County Antrim, 
Ireland, since the sixteenth century. 

His grandfather was lord chief justice of 
Benga! and his father was the last chairman 
of the Bast India company, on the conclu- 
sion of thé great mutiny of 1857, when the 
Indian empire was taken over by the Brit- 
ish government as a dependency of the crown. 

The Macnaghtens are an ancient Scottish 
clan that figured with distinction at the bat- 
tle of Flodden Feld, claim remote descent 
from the Pictish kings, and were for several 
cerituries thanes of Loch Tay. 

Their ancestral home, Dundarave castle, in 
Argylishire, is new the property of Sir An- 
érew Noble. 

The Macnaghtens who settied in Ireland 
gave the same name of Dundarave castle to 
their new home In County Antrim. It is situ- 
ated tn the vicinity of Bushmills. 

The prevent chief, Sir Edward Macnaghtén, 
one of the benchers of Lincolns Inn and a 
king’s counsel, recently succeeded to the fam- 
ily honors and estates on the death of his 
fathér, Lord Macnaghten. The latter, like 
Lord Ruseell of Killoween, was only a Vife 
peer, and his peerage therefore became ¢x- 
tinct on his death, his eldest son, however. 
succeeding to the family baronetcy, created 
‘nearly 100 years ago. 

Lord Machnaghten was one of the most 
famous oarsmen of his day rowing twice for 
Cambridge in the Oxford and. Cambridge an- 
nue! boat race, while some sixty years ago he 
won the diamond sculls at Henley.

There is a tragic episode in the Macnagiter 
family history, Toward the end of the eight- 
eenth century Jobn Macnaghten, high sheriff 
of County Antrim, brought himself to the 
verge of ruin through gambling. In his des- 
peration he trie@ to induce the daughter and 
heiress of hie best friend to marry him, but 
she refused. ' ; 

Then he waylaid the coach, as the family 
was traveling to Dublin, and, lesing his head, 
fired into the carriage killing the girl he 
wished to marry. i 

He was quickly arrested, tried, convicted, 
and condemned to death, the relatives of the 
murdered girl taking part tn the erection of 
the gallows. 

The crowd, won by his cool and unruffled 
bearing at the execution, manifested sym- 
pathy toward him, and when after he Kad 
been launched from the ladder into space, 
and the rope broke, the spectators entreated 
‘him to run for his life, opening a way for 
him, and showing plainly that they would pre- 
vent his being pursued. 

He refused to take advantage of their geod 
will, reclimbed the ladder, helped the hang- 
man to adjust the new rope around his 
and then, exclaiming “I will never ve to 
be pointed et as Half Hanged Macnaghten! ”

Mexico City, May 12—Do you know that 
descendants of both Hernando Cortez and the 
Emperor Montesuma, whom he conquered, 
are still living in Mexico? Iam told that this. 
is the case and that some of them have in 
their possession big estates which have come 
down through the past. — 

The tainily 6f Montesussa was large ané he 
left his children to the care of Cortez, who 
promised to care for them as though they 
were his own. This Cortes did, sending them 
to Spain, where they were educated in the 
tmepria) household of Charles V, Some of them 
intermarried with Spanish nobles, and today 
there are great landed properties in Sala- 
manca which belong to a Montezuma, hav- 
ing come down through fourteen generations 


from the son of the emperor. . 


The present head of that family le knpwn 
as Vicente Augustine Maldonado Carbajal 
Cano Montezuma. He has the title of Mar- 
quis de Castellano and is a high Spanish 
noble, with this strain of the imperial blood 
of the Aztecs. He is a well educated man 
‘and has studied law, although he has never 
practiced. He is now 70 and he has two eons, 
one famous as a statesman and the other as 
a musical composer. 

Montezumas in Mexico. 

There are still several Montezumas in 
Mexico City. One is a lawyer, another isa 
banker, and a third a musician. I am told 


there is royal Astec blood in the veins of. 


other families here from whom the name 
Montezuma has passed away, and that it 
flows also through some of the great fami- 
lies of Spain and tints even some of the ducal 
families of England. 

The Empress Eugénie, the wife of Napoleon 
TIl., was born at Granada, in Spain, but she 
is said to have had a streak of Montezuma 
in her veins, the same coming from the 
Count of Miravalies, who was indirectly de- 
scended from Montezuma, The Miravalies 
family still owns big estates near Granada. 

Another descendant of Montezuma mar- 
ried a relative of the oldest son of Columbus, 
and it fe said that one of Montezuma’s 
daughters was taken by Cortez as his wife 
or his mistress. 

Indeed Hernando Cortes was a man of 
meny loves and many marriages. He left 
the University of Salamanca at the age of 
16 on account of love affairs, and when he 
had first decided to try his fortune in the 
new world, his departure was postponed by 
an accident received in scaling a tumble- 
down wall on his way to a final meeting with 
one of his sweethearts. 


First Wife of Cortes. 

He was only 19 years old when he sailed for 
Santo Domingo, and there he got his first 
wife, a beautiful Spanish girl named Catalina 
Juarez, whom he refused for a time to mar- 
ry, but. was afterward forced todoso. She 
brought him both lands and money, and also 
the friendship of the governor, Velasquez, 
who later on sent him from Cuba as the 
commander of the expedition to push the con- 
quest of Mexico. 

White going to Mexieo, Cortez picked up at 
Tabasco, Marina, a beautiful Indian girl, and 
made her his mistress. He taught her Span- 
isk, and she became the interpreter through 
whom he talked with the natives of different 
parts of Mexico. She stuck to him in all 
his troubles, and he had by her a son and 
three daughters. 

The two lived together in Mexico City or 
at Cortez’s home near there, and she went 
with him during his tours. He had an es- 
tate at Orizaba and in his palace there he 
married this girl off to one of his lieutenants, 
Juan Jaramillo, and by him she had a num- 
ber of children. As late as the close of the 
sixteenth century the heirs of Dona Marina 
and Jaramillo were living near Orizaba. 


Strangles His Wife. 

It wae while Cortez was living with Donne 
Marina that his wife, whom he had left in 
Cuba, came to Mexico. Cortez had then be- 
come famous and as the story goes, his wife 
entered the country without his knowledge 
and accosted him at Coyohuacan. He took 
her into his palace, and there, as the tra- 
dition goes, after one of his riotous banquets 
he strangled her with her own necklace of 
pearis. Others say that she committed sui- 
cide. 

At any rate, after Cortez went to Spain he 
was indicted for murdering his wife, and 
the case occupies many pages in the 
“Archives of the Indices," which includes 
the history of the crime, giving all the ju- 
dicial proceedings against Cortez and his fina! 
acquittal. Cortes merried again while he was 
in Spain. taking there a wife, Donna Juanna 
de Zuniga y Arellano, @ woman of title and 
property. He had a son by her, who was 
christene@ Don Martin and who inherited 
the most of the property. 

‘The daughter of Montezuma, whom Cortez 
took as one of his wives, had been given the 
Christian name of Isabella. She had been 
married to Gwueauhtemoc, Montezuma’'s 
nephew and successor, who fought against 
Cortes and who was put to death by the 
Spaniards in 1522. Guauhtemoc succeeded 
Montezuma, and it was said that Cortez lad 
him executed in order that he might possess 
Isabella. 

Some time afterward Isabella married 
again, and this time a Spaniard. He died, 
arid she again married. Her name was now 
Senora de Saavedra, and as such she had 
istence. Leonor Cortez was married, and 
her daughter was known as the Princess 
Acaltan, from whom is padiivar the Duke 
Soteles de Montezuma of Madrid. 

The first husband of Isabella, the Emperor 
three sons and a daughter. One of her sons 
married a daughter of the Duke of Toledo. 


Isabella’s Will Still in Existence. 
It is also said that Isabella had a daugh- 
ter by. Cortez named Leonor, and that when 
she died she made a will giving her estate to 
her six children, stating that five of them 
were legitimate by her two Spanish hus- 
bands, and that the other, the said Leonor 
Cortez, was a natural daughter by the great 
general, This will is said to be sti?! in ex- 
Guauhtemoc wae one off the famous char- 
acters of Aztec history. “He was conquered 
by the Spaniards and tortured by fire to make 
him confese where the Aztecs had buried their 
treasure. With him during the roasting was 
another chief, who could not stand the pain, 
and cried out thet he felt he must tell, There- 
upon Guauhtemoc shook hjs head and stern- 
y rejoined: 
“ And perhaps you think I am resting on a 
bed of roses.” 
| The painting of this scene is one of the 
great pictutes of the National museum. 
Cortez, like Columbus, had a sad time 
during his latter days. He was given the 
title of the Marquis of the Valley 
and he had great estates in Mexico, when 
toward the latter part of his life he went to 
he found it almost impossible to see 
tho xing, At one Sat ten Ghat oo enna 
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Cuernavaca, Vera Cruz, and 


Oaxaca. 

This Coyohuacan palace is a rude building 
without much architectural beauty. The 
doorway inside the patio is Moorish, and 
the cornice of the building is plain. The 
walls are thick and the house was evidently a 
fortification as well asa home. Not far from 
it is the church of John the Baptist, which 
Was erectéd about the same time, and not 
far away is the Dominican monastery, near 
where Cortez is said to have strangled his 
Cuban wife. 


Vast Estate of Cortez. 

I do not know the exact extent of the lands 
given to Cortez, but they probably covered 
millions of acres. The property he had in 
Tehauntepec comprised several hundred 
thousand acres, and it was for many years 
the home of his descendants. He erected a 
house there in 1527, but this is now in ruina. 
The estate has been divided “into three 
ranches. One of them has 70,000 acres andis 
chiefly devoted to stock raising. Another has 
7.000 acres of sugar cane on it, and a third is 
right on the Tehauntepec railway, having a 
station of its own. It is not far from Rincon 
Antonio. This property remained in the 
hands of the heirs of Cortez until the days 
of Andrew Jackson, when it was purchased 
by the family which now holds it. 

When Cortez died he gave some of his 
Cuernavaca lands to the hospital and church 
of Jesus of Nazareth, which still stands not 
far from the cathedral in Mexico City, an@ 
in which his patent of nobility is. 
archives of the hospital have also his land 
grants. The hospital stands on the site of 
Montezuma’s palace, and it is said that Mon- 
tezuma was killed while standing upon its 
roof by a stone thrown from a mob of In- 
dians whom he was trying to pacify. 


His First Landing in Mexico. 

Tt is interesting to follow the footsteps of 
Cortez through Mexico. He landed first at 
Tabasco, having sailed out of the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba over the place where 
Hobson sank the Merrimac during our war 
with Spain. He coasted along the Mexican 
gulf to Vera Cruz, and there made his first 
settlement, building rude huts and mount- 
ing hie guns to protect his party from the 
Indians. 

He had at this time ten vessels in the har- 
bor, and his force consisted of about 700 
Spaniards, eighteen horses, and some pieces 
of cannon. He had already learned of Mon- 
tezuma at Tabasco, and as soon as he landed 
at Vera Cruz the Aztec chief of that place, by 
means of picture writing sent a message 
from him to the emperor, saying that he, 
Cortez. came as the ambassador of a mighty 
ruler beyond the seas to carry a present to 
him, Montezuma. 

The posta) service of the Aztecs was such 
that an answer came back inside of a week, 
and. this notwithstanding Mexico City Was 
over 200 miles away. The reply from Mon- 
tezuma was that Cortez had best not come 
to the capital, and that the road was long 
and dangerous. He also added, “ You had 
bettér go back to your own country with our 
greetings to your mighty king.” 

With thie letter Montezuma sent presents, 
and among them two huge plates, one of solid 
gold and the other of silver. Each plate was 
as big around asa wheel, or about twen- 
ty feet in circumference, and the gold wheel 
was afterward estimated to be worth $250.- 
000. There were also necklaces of rubiesand 
pearls and many golden shields, inlaid and 
decorated. 

One can easily imagine what effect this 
would have on the Spaniards. Cortez replied 
that he had come 6,000 miles over the oceans 
to see Montezuma, and he could not go back 
to hie king without having personally met 
him. The king again gent back a ceremo- 
nious message for him to get out, but, not- 
withstanding all this, Cortes started ‘and, 
with his little band, made his way over the 
mountaing and conquered the nation of mil- 
lions.
